To decorate this unique furniture, which he made 
especially for her bedroom, he worked with mahogany 
and myrtle burl and a hundred other exotic woods, 
selected like precious jewels for their natural, undyed 
color, and called by such poetic names as maidou burl, 
vermilion, silver harewood, purple heart. As if by magic, 
this superlative craftsman captured and fixed in mar- 
quetry all the ephemeral delicacy found on the original 
sketches by Miss Simmons. 

Thus one artist’s medium perpetuates the inspiration 
of another, while the eye of the lay beholder disbelieves 
the beauty it sees, and the hand instinctively searches, 
though in vain, for the barest part of a millimeter of un- 
eveness to prove its human making. Yet when the 
impact of this craft perfection subsides, one observes 
that these are not just things of beauty, but that these 
are masterfully- made, finely engineered pieces of furni- 
ture to last and to give service. Finger grooves work 
drawers faultlessly, doors open and close noiselessly. The 


triple chest displaces less floor space than that formerly 
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occupied by two ordinary chests, yet storage space is 
more than doubled. The many-purpose table is an ideal 
dressing table when the three-fold mirror is opened; 
and when the top is laid back, a sunken drawer is there 
to hold toilet accessories, Smoothly sliding pull-out trays 
dispose neatly of glove cases, and all the innumerable 
other feminine necessities with which every woman sur- 
rounds herself. An extra wooden slide increases table 
surface. The walls and ceiling of this dream room are, 
of course, the blue of the sky, the white wool carpet is 
soft as fleece, and the honeyed tones of myrtle burl are 


as golden as the curls of all the Christmas-card angels.

If you would like gorgeous flowers (see 
opposite) to use all summer in corsages 
and bowls, grow tuberous-rooted begonias. 


January is the month to order the tubers 


ext summer you can wear flower accessories as 
exquisite as the jeweled clip now decorating your 


winter suit. And you can be sure of enjoying this 
pleasure not once, but every day you choose from June 


through October, if you plan now to add tuberous-rooted 
begonias to your garden. You will find that one of these 
sizable blooms will make a whole corsage, or even a 
flower arrangement floated on a couple of its own leaves 
in a crystal bowl. Picked when partially open, the flower 


will last for more than a week in water, in spite of its 
fragile appearance. 
The nice part about growing the tuberous begonia in 


your garden is that it takes little equipment. No green- 
house is needed to start it in; a windowsill in a moder- 
ately cool room that receives only three or four hours 
of sunshine will serve well. Years of callouses on your 
green thumb aren’t necessary, either—just gardening 
common: sense based on the knowledge that the tuberous- 
rooted begonia’s chief likes are: first, partial shade; second, 
ample moisture (but good drainage) ; third, a rich diet. 

Before ordering any tubers, you'll want to decide how 
many plants you can accommodate and just what forms 
and colors you prefer in the flowers. Plant the three 
double forms for corsage wear, for instance, and you'll 


fool your friends into thinking you’re wearing a camellia 


out of season, or a carnation or rosebud. Singles offer 
you a choice of frilled, crested, and several other forms. 

Tuberous begonias come in exquisite colors, too, rang- 
ing from spotless white through the yellows and pinks, to 
both bright and deep reds. In fact, you can easily spend 
a whole evening browsing through descriptions, and still 
have difficulty deciding just which varieties will best 
suit your garden and interior color schemes, as well as 
your wardrobe. 

In all likelihood the spot you choose for your tuberous 
begonias will be one you've neglected for lack of a good 
planting solution for a shaded spot. Look for places with 


partial shade, such as that (Continued on page 100)

t takes very little talent to celebrate New Year's, 

or a birthday, or your mother-in-law’s anniversary. 

Anyone can do it—and usually does, whether he 
wants to or not. Because such occasions are old Amer- 
ican customs, observed with about the same enthusiasm 
and regularity as an annual visit to one’s dentist. 

But the business of turning minor events into major 
celebrations takes real talent, imagination laced with 
love. Everybody has some days that stand out in neon- 
lighted memory, not because it was an occasion that had 
to be celebrated, but because it was just another day 
that suddenly turned into A Day, to be recalled, reloved, 
taken out and sighed over. 

A day to be remembered for no other reason than 


the fact that it was a private, wonderful, foolish day 


apparently designed especially for two people. 
These, more than the birthday, the anniversary, the 

gathering-of-the-clan occasions are the days worth cele- 

brating. The special, one-of-a-kind days that belong 


solely to the two of you. The days that make a happy 
marriage. 
The happiest couple we know learned the value of such 


days early in their career and have kept jealous track 


of them, collecting them with the same care they devote 
to their flat silver or their first editions. Susan—the 
girl in the case—calls them “days lovely enough to hang 
on a charm bracelet.” 

Which is exactly what they did. 

It all started a long time ago at Dartmouth Carnival, 
when they collided coming down the ski slope.

n all of us there is the desire to be able to clap our 
hands, like the kings in the fairy tales, and have 
whatever our heart desires. 

To be able to eat whatever you crave fresh-from-the- 
vine at any time of the year, regardless of whether it is 
out of season, or in season, has long been classed in the 
fairy-tale division of life. Though canning brought us 
a step closer to the dream, it left us far away from the 
ideal of freshness. For who can dare to say that even 
the best canned peas are at all like fresh peas! Or that 
canned blueberries resemble, even distantly, the bursting 
succulence of the fresh berry! 

But in the last few years the new science of quick 
freezing has vastly improved our opportunities for eating 
like kings. Home frozen foods bring to the absolute 
peak of perfection the garden products which we crave 
the most. They far surpass commercially packed and 
frozen fruits and vegetables. For commercial packers 
are not as particular about catching the freshness at 
that precise moment of maturity when flavor is at its 
peak. For eye appeal (rather than flavor) and shipping 
durability have always been the criterion by which 
vegetables and fruits have been grown for commercial 
distribution—regardless of whether they are to be sold 
fresh or canned, And eye appeal and superior flavor are 
definitely not synonymous. 

Many thousands of people who have tried commer- 
cially frozen fruits and vegetables are vehement in saying 
they do not consider them better than canned—or the 
equal of fresh. Having never eaten home-frozen fruits 
and vegetables, they condemn the whole science of freez- 
ing, rather than the mis-use of the science. 

I would not be one to disagree with them. For my 
family finds home-frozen vegetables and fruits so vastly 
superior to commercially frozen foods that they cannot 
rea'ly be compared. And besides, home freezing of our 
food lets us indulge our preferences for things not even 


«ali Winter 


available in commercial packs—rare things such as 
bronze cauliflower, shell beans, mustard greens, tiny corn 
kernels, things that can’t be bought commercially even 
when they are in season. 

We grow ourselves some of the things we freeze. And 
we buy from farmers and truck gardeners other things 
that we do not have the space to grow. We freeze enough 
vegetables to carry us all through the winter and nearly 
to the next harvest time of any given vegetable. To store 
this much we have six lockers and two home freezers. 
And the result is that we eat like kings. 

If you do any gardening, successful freezing actually 
starts on a mid-winter night with the seed catalog 
planted firmly before you. The varieties of vegetables, 
fruits, and berries which you plant will affect your 
pleasure as much as your promptness in handling the 
matured product, your method of preparing them, and 
the way you pack. 

Some varieties produce a frozen product that is almost 
flavorless; other varieties may not produce good texiure 
or color. There are other varieties which freeze almost 
perfectly, retaining very nearly all the desirable fresh 
characteristics. House BEAUTIFUL asked two experts on 
freezing, Dr. Donald K. Tressler and Lucy Long, to 
prepare a guide of successful varieties for gardeners who 
want to eat well all winter. The exceptionally fine vege- 
table varieties-for-freezing are charted in the next two 
pages, and fruits will be charted in an early issue. 

Closely allied with the results obtained from freezing 
the best varieties of each fruit or vegetable are the com- 
ments made below from observing the frozen product and 
comparing it with the fresh. Such an evaluation as is 
given under “Rating of Product When Frozen” will help 
you with the selection of those fruits and vegetables 
that you may wish to freeze.

any homeowners work so hard trying to keep ambi- 
tious landscape schemes afloat that they don’t have 
time to enjoy them.

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If you want to 


stay away from formality 


There is as much as 8 times more work in a formal garden than 


in an informal garden. Yet an informal design is no less 


beautiful. If you are never caught up on outdoor work, maybe 


you should redesign your grounds as outlined here 


urprisingly little has ever been written about how com- 

pletely the design of yard and grounds controls the 

amount of maintenance it requires. But it does. And if 
you want to reduce the time and money you spend on property 
maintenance, in order to have a better-looking place, you 
will arrange the design of your property to avoid high main- 
tenance features. 

In a nutshell, there are two kinds of garden design—one 
requiring high maintenance and the other low maintenance. 

If you want home grounds that are easy to care for, avoid 
formal designs. Formal grounds can be a handsome sight, 
with their tailored geometrical patterns made of rectangular 
beds, paths, walls, and hedges. BUT, these are the very ele- 
ments that require constant attention: trimming, pruning, 
edging, mowing, staking, and perpetual tidying to attain a 
well-groomed look. The very preciseness of the pattern causes 
a little disorder to be exaggeratedly noticeable. In short, if you 
undertake formal grounds, you must pay a high price, in your 
own time or in money for some one else’s time, to keep it up. 

But what if you are not willing to pay this high price? 
Your alternative is an informal garden. Since it is composed 
of continuously curving, melting, and merging lines, gently 
rolling contours, and free-growing shrubs and trees, an in- 
formal garden requires less precise grooming and less frequent 
attention. 

To understand the differences in upkeep required by each 
type of garden, you must recognize what the elements are that 
take the time and labor to keep them in acceptable order. 

It is edges that take the most work—edges of borders.

pattern, clip them regularly ticularly if planted in “drifts'' 
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grass edges, path edges—in short, any change of material 
which places two unlike things together. To mow a large, 
unbroken grass area takes less time, for instance, than to 
trim the grass along the edges of the same grassy area where 
the mower cannot extend (as around the base of trees and at 
the foot of walls). So it is obvious that the more you break 
up a given area into smaller elements, the more work you 
create for yourself or your hired labor. 

For instance, the formal plan across the page has eight 
times more lineal feet of edges that must be trimmed, edged, 
and pruned than the informal plan below. It is obvious that 
its owner must pay dearly in time and labor to keep it up. 

But edges are not the only high cost factors. The boundary 
of a formal area is usually a tall, clipped hedge to separate 
it partially from its naturalistic surroundings. The trees or 
shrubs that you plant in straight rows and keep to specified 
heights and widths to form these hedges not only require 
frequent shearing or pruning, but also extra fertilizing to 
keep them thick and dense. 

On the other hand, should you build an informal garden, you 
will find that a boundary planting of free-growing shrubs needs 
little pruning and much less feeding, just as meadow grass 
requires less maintenance than a closely cropped lawn. Shrubs 
and trees are planted in irregular groups or drifts, and al- 
lowed to grow into their natural shapes, with rarely more 
attention than a light pruning once a year to guide their 
growth. 

You will find the informal garden just the reverse of formal 
——no geometric lines, straight, or curved. Instead it has easy- 
flowing, continuous curves and is free of edgings, low hedges, 
or the stiff lines. of straight borders. Even if you don’t get 
around to trimming curved edges regularly, the lawn still 
won't look untidy because the pattern is unregimented. 

The catch in planning a successful informal garden is that 
you must know how big your shrubs will get. There is a 
shrub of just the right size for. any given spot in your gar- 
den, but you have to know what it is. If you plant a shrub 
that naturally reaches 15 feet and try to prune it down to 
five feet you will not have low maintenance. Nor will you 
have good informal design, because you will ruin the natu- 
ral character of the shrub, Take the trouble to check on the 
ultimate size of shrubs you plan to (Continued on page 133)

Other Lawns 


Besides Grass 


et’s face it. There are times (which 
is to say places) when grass is im- 
practical. Either it wont grow, 
due to unfriendly soil or shade condi- 
tions, or it can’t be mowed, due to steep 
erades. Or it requires too much time- 
consuming handtrimming, as with steps. 
In cases like these grass is not worth 
the time, coddling, and money it de- 
mands of the busy gardener. But there 
are other types of lawns to take its 
place, lawns which are relatively main- 
tenance-free. In fact there are five rather 
universally successful ground covers 
which make good substitutes for grass 
lawns: English ivy  (Hedera helix), 
pachysandra, myrtle or periwinkle 
(Vinca minor), Japanese honeysuckle, 
and winter creeper (Ewonymus radi- 
cans). Which one you had best use de- 
pends on the problem you are trying 
to solve. 


If your lawn fails in shady places 


under trees, getting thin and stragely 


from want of sun and moisture, you 
must use a ground cover that can be 
hardy under these conditions. In mid- 
summer, when rain is scarce, tree roots 
remove water from the soil long before 
other soils have dried. Also, leaves of 
many trees divert rain to such a degree 
that drought is further accentuated. 
Very few plants can live in such bone- 
dry soil. The plant that does live must 
have a somewhat woody structure. 

Under poor conditions the good old- 
fashioned English ivy (Hedera helix 
and varieties) can be helped to produce 
a rather luxurious effect. Pachysandra 
terminalis, the Japanese spurge, does 
reasonably well, but, having a less woody 
structure, it may succumb eventually to 
severe midsummer drought where tree 
roots are present. Worth trying, too, are 
periwinkle or myrtle (Vinca minor) and 
Euonymus radicans.

2. At the Hawthorne Dents’ place, in Seattle, a pair of 
decorative white gates conceals from the street the 
workings of the service yard to which this driveway 
leads. Trucks back up here, and beyond the gates dump 
their loads into ingenious storage pit shown top, right. 


3. Truckloads of fertilizer are dumped directly into this 
4-foot deep, cement-lined pit in the Dents’ service yard. 
The unsightly pile is covered with doors level with the 
driveway, and shoveled into wheelbarrows as needed. 
Small-scale gardeners can sink pits in ground instead. 


4. To keep equipment handy to use, and sheltered from 
the elements when not in use, the Dents built lean-to’s 
against the garage and against a wall. Horizontal space 
under garage window accommodates low-wheel tools, 
and vertical Jean-to houses the long-handled tools. 


®- Lean-to idea is worth copying on many counts. See 
how uncluttered the Dents’ service yard looks when tools 
are put away and shelters closed.

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9 you know that by using certain labor-saving 

tools you may be able to do the same work in half 

the time—or do twice as much work in the same 
time? Since time is money, it is truly an economy to 
own many types of equipment that most people erro- 
neously consider an extravagance. 

To prove this point, Housz BErAuTiruL made some 
time-and-motion studies among many practical gardeners 
—both home and professional ones. And we ran some 
trials of our own. Then we did some cost accounting. 
Here are a few of the facts we discovered. 

By actual count, it takes 18 minutes to fill six bushel 
baskets with leaves and carry each separately 100 feet 
to the compost heap. Yet if, instead, you deposit an 
equivalent amount of leaves in a 9- by 12-foot piece of 
canvas, costing only $10, carrying and dumping the 
whole at once, it. would take only ten minutes, saving 
you eight minutes or almost half the time. Think how 
many hours of walking and bending you can save in a 
year by the second method! 


A large cloth full of leaves can be cumbersome and 
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heavy to carry. If you prefer to wheel your leaves to 
the compost heap, use another time-saving method to 
reduce motions—the leaf rack illustrated in picture 4. 

If insect and pest control takes you an hour or more 
a week with one of the little one-quart, hand-pumped 
sprayers or dusters, then it will pay you to investigate 
others. A comparison of actual spraying time shows that 
what takes an hour to do with one of the small sprayers, 
takes only 10 minutes to do with a compressed air 
sprayer, and only two to three minutes with a power 
pump (suitable, of course, only for large properties). 

As for dusting, what it takes. an hour to do with a 
hand duster you can do in 20 minutes with a rotary or 
bellows type of duster, and in two to three minutes with 
a power duster. Quite some difference! 

Actual spraying time is not the only time you save with 
a good spray or dust distributor. You can save time 
in mixing spray and filling your sprayer if, instead 
of the one-quart size, you use one of two or more gallons 
capacity. This is practical only if the size of your 


property warrants it, (Continued on page 130) 
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i. Look for durable materials in a sprayer to avoid 
the necessity of frequent cleaning. This Lofstrand 
hand sprayer has a stainless steel tank with machined 
brass parts and a hose that resists deteriorating 
effect of petroleum base solutions, like some DDTs. 


2. You can cut down your Jeaf and grass raking 
time by at least half if you use the Parker “Spring- 
field” lawn sweeper. Of aluminum alloy, the machine 
is light weight and has an adjustable sweeping brush 
and a canvas collecting hopper of five-bushel capacity. 


3. You can trim a hedge five times faster with an elec- 
tric trimmer than with hand shears. And think of the 
arm muscle saved! Skilsaw “Electrimmer,” shown, 
has a 12-inch cutter blade and weighs only six 
pounds. This tool can amortize itself in two seasons. 


4. In this wire leaf rack you can carry 15 bushels of 
leaves in a single trip to the compost heap. Device 
can be carried on any wheelbarrow having removable 
sides. A homemade rack, though not as durable, can 
be made with 2x4 wooden uprights and chicken wire. 


3. Energy saved is as important as time saved. This 
“Dowcraft” magnesium lawnbarrow weighs only 16 
pounds, less than half that of a conventional barrow. 
handles like a feather, and is rustless and so durable 
it will last a lifetime. Measures 50” long—a handy size. 


G. You will save time—and materials too—if you 
invest in a fertilizer and seed spreader for your lawn 
and vegetable garden.

cast by a high arching tree that 
permits two to four hours of full 
sun in the morning and flecks of 
sunlight later in the day. After- 
noon sun in quantity is definitely 
harmful, because its intensity burns 
the plants. A windy location is 
also a poor one, resulting in ex- 
cessive drying of these moisture- 
loving plants. You can figure on 
setting the plants eight inches to 
a foot apart in the bed. 

If you live in a section of the 
country with hot sun and dry at- 
mosphere, you may follow the lead 
of fanciers on the West Coast and 
build a lath house especially for 
your begonias. They do well in par- 
tially shaded window boxes, too, 
and eyen in hanging baskets (espe- 
cially the pendula type). 

Tuberous begonias, once consid- 
ered “impossible” in the Midwest 
and in the Rocky Mountain-Great 
Plain states, are now grown suc- 
cessfully here when their moisture 
needs are carefully watched dur- 
ing the crucially dry, hot months 
of July and August. Keep the soil 
moist at all times, and water or 
syringe the plants at least once a 
day—oftener during the driest per-

Whether you live in a warm or 
cool climate, it’s best to start the 
tubers into growth in pots (usu- 
ally indoors), to give them a jump 
on the season so they will yield 
a longer period of bloom. Mid to 
late March is a seasonable time to 
plant the tubers if late May is 
the period tender things (which 
tuberous begonias are) go outdoors 
in your locality. Where the outdoor 
planting season is earlier, you can 
advance the potting date to Feb- 
ruary, or even January. : 

If your tubers arrive early, it’s 
best to hold them unpotted in a 
moderately cool temperature until 
pink sprouts appear, or you can 
by 


placing the tubers in a warm light 


hasten the growing process 
place. Pot them, one to a three- 
or four-inch pot (or in a flat if 
you've bought a quantity of tubers) 
in a mixture of one part each of 
loam, sand, humus and a little de- 


hydrated manure and bone meal. 


HE tubers should be planted—! 


as their sprouts indicate—con- 
cave side up, and with their rims 
about level with the soil. Water the 
pots once well, then only moder- 
ately until the shoots start to grow. 
Then water whenever the soil starts 
to dry out, but never in such quan- 
tity or frequency that the soil stays 
soggy, because this will sour the 
soil and may rot the tubers. 

At least two weeks in advance of 
planting your tuberous begonias| 
outdoors, prepare the soil bed. So 
long as you give the bed good 
drainage—either 
little 


by raising it a 


above the ground level, or 
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by supplying several inches of 


‘cinders or other coarse material 


beneath—the soil needs only shal- 
low preparation, because tuberous- 
rooted begonias are surface feeders. 

Spade a good quantity of leaf 
mold and peatmoss (you can hardly 
add too much), plus a trowelful or 
two of well-rotted or dried manure 
per plant, into’the top six or eight 
inches of soil. Sand can be added 
if the soil is heavy. 

Even if you don’t absorb this 
fact now, you will learn when you 
plant your tuberous-rooted begonias 
outdoors that they are very brittle 
and must be handled with care. 
Roots are easily broken or bruised. 
As a result, the young plants 
should be knocked out of the pots 
with care when you transplant 
them-to the bed. Transplant before 
they reach blooming stage. 

If, by mistake, you knock off a 
nice shoot in transplanting, dust 
the stub remaining on the tuber 
with charcoal, or expose it to the 
sunlight, so it will heal before rot 
sets in. Then root the broken shoot. 

Carefully slice through the shoot 
just below a node or joint. Then 
strip the resulting cutting of all 
but the top two leaves, dust the 
base lightly with a hormone root- 
ing powder, and stick it two-thirds 
deep into a rooting medium in a 
plant case. (This need be nothing 
more elaborate than a_ fishbowl 
half full of moist sand.) Roots 
should appear in about two weeks. 

S a matter of fact, starting 
plants from cuttings is well 


| worth the effort; but should you 


decide to do it another year, it will 
pay you to order the largest size 
tubers because these often put out 
the most sprouts.

If growing begonias from tubers 
and cuttings whets your appetite, 
and you have a large garden bed to 
fill, why not try sowing seed? For 
best success you must do this not 
later than the middle of January. 

A sterilized shallow bulb pan, 
filled to within an inch of the rim 
with finely sifted leafmold, makes 
a convenient container. Water by 
setting the pot in a shallow pan of 
water, both before sowing seed 
and at all times till seedlings are 
transplanted. In sowing, sprinkle 
the dust-fine seed on top of the 
moist soil; do not cover seed with 
soil, but place a small pane of 
glass over the top of the pot to 
moisture.

raise the glass to harden off the 


seedlings after they produce the 
third leaf. Transplant the tiny 
plants with the tip of a plant label 
into a flat or bulb pan of leafmold 
and sand, spacing them about an 
inch apart. When they are sizable, 
transplant them to individual pots. 


HE appearance of the first buds 

outdoors is the sign to fertilize 
with a mulch of well-rotted or dried 
manure. If this is unavailable, use 
a small quantity of a complete fer- 
tilizer—a good-size pinch of it per 
plant; repeat every week or two. 

Tuberous begonias are bothered 
with pests but rarely. But it pays 
to watch for aphids, thrips, and 
mealybugs, and to treat promptly 
with nicotine when they appear.

agree that it pays to hold tubers 


experienced gardeners 
over winter for replanting. In fact, 
the same tubers can be used for as 
long as 20 successive years. Be- 
fore digging, let frost catch the 
tops, or, if you live in a mild sec- 
tion, wait until leaves turn yellow. 

Dig the tubers carefully, wash 
them free of soil, dry them in the 
sun for a week or more, then store 
in dry peat moss over winter at 50 
degrees or warmer.

HIS year’s All-America annuals number four—two petunias, one| 

snapdragon, and one marigold. 

Petunia “Mrs. Dwight D. Eisenhower,” winner of the highest All- 
America award, the silver medal, is a truly salmon-pink double, most 
attractive in the garden, as anyone who has seen it will agree. It is 
excellent for cutting, according to W. Ray Hastings, chairman of All- 
America Selections. It has been eustomary in the past for gardeners 
to grow most double petunias from cuttings, but trials have shown 
that the Mrs. Eisenhower petunia “comes true” from seed both in 
doubleness and in color. 

Another all-double, true-from-seed petunia, “Rose Marie,” winner 
of the bronze medal, will suit gardens whose color scheme runs to 
the more conventional blue-pink tones of most pink petunias. (And 
if you are at all color-conscious, you will avoid putting these two new 
prize-winning double petunias side by side.) Both varieties have full 


bushy plants which add to their landscaping effectiveness. 


The All-America winner that stands out most in our memory, from 
a view of the 1947 trials two summers ago, is snapdragon “Velvei 
Giant,’ which was awarded a bronze medal. The flower is a velvety 
crimson warmed by an undertone of orange-bronze and the plant w is 
sturdy, bearing from six to twelve spikes of flowers. 

French marigold “Naughty Marietta,’ which received honorall

mention, has a one-foot tall mound-shaped plant and flowers of a size 
that are charming in even the smallest garden. The single flowers are 
a rich golden yellow with maroon blotches toward the center. 


We wonder if any other horticultural groups as young as the 
Portland Chrysanthemum Society, founded only six years ago, have 
inaugurated test gardens in their communities. The fall quarterly of 
this society reports that its tests last year, on the campus of the Lewis 
and Clark College, included 782 plants, 128 named varieties, and 180 
plants raised from seed. Each bed was planted by and under the care 
of a member. 

The Portland Chrysanthemum Society was an outgrowth of Port- 
land’s first chrysanthemum show in 1938. It has held a show every 
year since and, through this and its test garden, hopes to develop new 
chrysanthemum enthusiasts as well as to give its members a chance 
to swap information at first hand. According to the report on the trial 
garden, results of the first year have been most gratifying, with 
yisitors numbering in the hundreds, and with great enthusiasm shown 
by the members. 


A gardener transported to another section of the country can feel 
pretty lost. We experienced this unhappy state of mind, along with 
the majority of a group of 500 nurserymen at their annual convention 
in Miami Beach last season. Many of us wandered listlessly around 
the hotel grounds, recognizing not one plant except crotons and 
oleanders. These, in our experience, are greenhouse plants anyway and 
not really a part of our lives up North. 

Imagine our joy, then, to come suddenly face to face with an ordinary 
American elderberry! We spotted one growing rather luxuriantly, 
though unobtrusively, with several strictly southern shrubs, and it 
immediately made us feel right at home in Florida. A little of the 
Florida fauna was familiar, too, though it gave us a start to see 
cardinals in palm trees instead of in conifers, and squirrels stealing 
avocados instead of walnuts. (A resident informed us that the squirrels 
discard the flesh of the avocado and eat, of course, the nut.) 


One of the plants we enjoyed very much in Florida was the little 
Liriope or turflily, because we saw it there in sufficient quantity to 
make a ground cover and an edger. This plant has been growing in 
our garden up North for three years now, but, because it is a novelty 
that entrances visitors, frequent diggings have prevented our Liriope 
from spreading enough to be other than a single large specimen. 

Our observations and those of the garden friend who presented us 
with our plant, indicate that Liriope is perfectly hardy as far north as 
northern New Jersey, or 30 miles west of New York City. We believe 
that this southern introduction (originally from China and Japan) 
is a very valuable addition to northern gardens. Its grass-like ever- 
green foliage is crisp and spruce even when rhododendron and pachy- 
sandra leaves curl up from the cold. In our garden last season it put 
out spikes of lavender flowers for about a month, from the end of 
August through the greater part of September. Flowers are followed 
by green berries that turn a shiny black. 


It’s fun to try a new house plant, especially if it's as adaptable 
and novel as Oxalis ortgiesi. Not “in the trade” so far as we know, 
our original plant was a gift at one of the New York Botanical 
Garden's “Member Days” two years ago. 

The leaves of this oxalis are a rich olive green, with backs netted 
with veins of a rosy purple, which also colors the stems. Characteristic 
of the oxalis family, the leaves fold up and “go to sleep” at night. 
Small clusters, of yellow flowers, standing two inches or more above 
the foliage, have such a decided appeal to our cat’s palate that the 
plant is usually without its flowers indoors in the fall, though they 
appear on the plant when it is still outdoors in September. 

The culture of this oxalis is easy. Sun or shade, warm or cool 
temperature, it seems to thrive anywhere indoors, or anywhere out- 
doors in the summertime. It can be easily increased, too, rooting 
readily even from pieces stuck haphazardly in the soil or from a 
layered branch. Its only disadvantage as a house plant: foliage 
appears so high on the stem that the plant looks somewhat leggy. 


Have you found that English ivy winterkills or fails to thrive in

your garden? If you live in the Northeast perhaps the blame shouldn’t 
fall entirely on the climate. Perhaps the soil is partly at fault. English 
ivy grows luxuriantly in alkaline soil regions of the Middle West and 
England. So why not test the soil in which your ivy is growing and | 
add sufficient limestone to a section of the bed to bring it up to an 








































alkaline reaction? Then you can compare the difference in growth 
of ivy on alkaline soil and in acid soil in the untouched part of the bed.

If you live in a limestone region, such as the Middle West, you 
can still have handsome broadleaf evergreens without fussing with 
rhododendrons that require acid soil. Mr. Henry Fletcher Kenney, | 
our able guide around Cincinnati last summer, proved this to us 
in some of the handsome plantings he has done there. 

The winter creepers—Euonymus patens and E. vegetus—are hand- 
some in Ohio and, apparently, need far less attention to scale control 
than in the East. The hollies, both the familiar native Ilex glabra 
and the oriental types do well, too. Cincinnati is far enough south for 
Magnolia grandiflora. Magnolia glauca is also very handsome used 


near houses, even if it is not entirely evergreen in this area. 


And, speaking of Magnolia glauca, the sweet bay, we were glad to 
discover that gardeners in the Middle West and the Far South treasure 
this native tree as much as we do in the Northeast. It particularly 
pleased us to have some Florida gardeners point with pride to their 
Magnolia glauca growing in the midst of spectacular exotics. Sterling 
qualities and a fine personality, it would seem, are appreciated every- 
where in plants—as in people. 

Magnolia glauca is a small tree (or large shrub) to plant within 
view of your porch or terrace, as a friend of ours has done, so that 
you can enjoy its year-round beauty of form and the silver lining of 
its leaves that shows when the wind blows. Be sure that one is near 
enough to the house so the fragrance of the cream-colored flowers 
will drift in the window, and so the red berries that follow will drop| 
on their silken cords within easy view. Flowers appear for as long 
period as any woody plant we know—abundantly in spring and 
sparingly throughout the summer. 


Many a gardener has decided against planting an oak tree becausé 
it is so slow-growing. You needn't hesitate on this score any longer 
according to Mr. August P. Beilmann’s report in a recent issue of thé 
American Nurseyman magazine. Sixteen years’ experimental work at 
the Missouri Botanical Garden Arboretum, Gray Summit, Missouri, ha 
shown that, with a good fertilization program, oaks and other usually 
slow-growing trees will grow as rapidly as elms and sycamores 
Another fact Mr. Beilmann noted was that well-fed shade trees weré 
not slowed down much by dry seasons. 

The tree fertilizing experiment is still in progress but, to date, 28 
pounds of 10-8-6 fertilizer a year has proved an extremely good, ané 
also safe, diet for the average tree. This increased the annual twi; 
growth of some poor pin oaks from two inches a season to about 3% 
inches. In successive years of feeding, twigs put on about II inche 
of growth each year!

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The average railroad station certainly is a testing grounds for plants 
that survive neglect. What an opportunity it offers for the local garden 


club to foster a civic good deed in beautifying an area that is visited 


by so many of the townspeople and gives a first impression to 


strangers. 


Our own railroad-station grounds boasts some fine plants, inherited 


from the lush days of the Twenties and apparently chosen by someone 


who was aware of their winter hardiness,

You can cover a 50 by 100-foot 
piece of lawn in 15 or 20 minutes 
with a fertilizer spreader, whereas 
the spreading would take you ap- 
proximately 40 minutes by hand 
and shovel. Besides being slower, 
the hand and shovel method results 
in uneven spread that will take 
more time to correct by raking. 
A spreader makes less dust, and 
can be used even on a windy day.

house. It would go up fast; I wouldn’t have to worry about hard-to-get 
labor and non-existing building materials.

“Well.” the man said, seeming to understand that I couldn’t hang 
a drill press from the ceiling, “the only thing I could sell you is an 
agricultural storage building. But I don’t quite see how you could use it.” 

“What is an agricultural storage building?” I asked.

and three doors, and there were eight dollars left for a 
hood over what was to become the entrance. Included were 
two inside partitions, one with an open space in place of 
a door, the other with a door (for the bathroom).

ny art form such as architecture, which is always a | 
true expression of the era and the culture in which it occurs, 
takes time to develop. Gothic architecture took 300 years to de- 
velop. Early American required 150 years to flower. Georgian was 100 
years in reaching maturity. So it is not surprising that Modern 
architecture, which was born 60 or 70 years ago in America, 
should just now be reaching, in this last decade, a state of de- 
velopment that can be called maturity. 
It takes very little time to copy or adapt the forms of old, full- 
blown architectural styles. But it takes decades—sometimes 
centuries—with scores of designers working to evolve varying 
solutions to many kinds of problems to bring a new architectural 
style to full perfection. So it is not surprising that, when 
Americans turned away from satiation in Victorian rococo-ism, they 
chose not the callow strangeness of our own young Modernism, 
but the more fully developed and matured European aesthetic forms 
of the Tudor country house, the French chateau, the Italian villa. 
These were refreshingly simple in contrast to the ornate, jumpy 
styles of the preceding decades, 
But, while the majority were importing their architecture, there 
was a minority (very small and courageous) who did 
not consider it appropriate to try to live a twentieth-century American 
life behind Cotswold, French farmhouse, or Spanish facades. 
They backed their belief with action, thereby keeping alive and at 
work enough non-conforming architects to develop this young, 
vigorous native architecture through use and re-use, experiment and 
refinement. Now, with six decades of usage, (the 
last two fairly prolific ones), Modern architecture 
is entering maturity. 
So now we are beginning to see Modern houses which are truly 
complete expressions of our democratic system and our aesthetic and 
technological culture. They belong to our way of living as much as maple 
sugar, Detroit automobiles, and a free education, 
A fine example of such mature Modern architecture is presented on 


the next ten pages. 
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his house House BeauTtiFut holds up as a very fine ex- 
ample of the maturing character of American Modern 
architecture. It has about it an aesthetic rightness and 
inevitability that characterizes all fully developed art forms. 
It doesn’t need to be analyzed or rationalized to be appre- 





ee oe 


ciated as experimental and immature designs require. People 
of all architectural preferences like it and accept it—a pretty 
sure sign of its aesthetic greatness and maturity. It uses no 
line or material that is not necessary. Even after the most 
critical study one finds that nothing could be any different. 
As a design it is finished and perfect. 

When a five-room, $7,800 house (built 8 years ago) can 
be held up for its artistic maturity and as a miracle of good 
designing, it is worth the closest study and analysis, even 
though one can appreciate the house and its furnishings with- 
out it. 

To understand the quality of this house (or any house), 

it is necessary to know how all the details of who, what, why, 
and where were coped with. Only when the variables of per- 
sonality, budget, geography, climate, ages,_and living habits 
are sympathetically and perfectly solved can a house be 
called a fine house—no matter what its aesthetics. We give 
you all these details so you may see how organic and in- 
tegrated this house is. 
Looking down across rail into living room from bedroom level. It was built for a young married couple, the Victor 
Jorgensens, in Portland, Oregon, and designed by John Yeon, 
who now owns the house. The Jorgensens owned one acre 
(140 ft. wide) in a typical, western Oregon woodland with 
a heavy growth of mixed conifers and deciduous trees. 
John Yeon, contrary to the local practice of clearing away 
the trees before development, sited the house to avoid 
removal of any sizable trees, thereby preserving the nat- 
ural density of the woods right up to the walls of the 
building. 

In this summer-shaded situation, the house is filled with 
a completely adequate, diffused, sub-aqueous light, thanks 
to the very ample windows. During the winter months this 
light is increased when the canopy of trees is bare of

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leaves. 

The exterior color of the house is predominantly. a dark 
ereenish-blue.

deeply colored walls produce a subtle and unusual decorative 
pattern. Within, the color schemes in contrast are bright, 
warm, and glowing, and so dispel any inside gloom potential 
to a wooded situation, The house seems sunlit even on the 
darkest days. The cool colors of the engulfing foliage, seen 
through the windows, and the warm colors within intensify 
each other. 

The main room is oriented to provide a two-way outlook 
into the deepest portions of the long narrow property. Dining, 
living, and entry areas are assembled to achieve a large 
continuous space. High ceiling and the small scale of details 
and furnishings contribute to the illusion of spaciousness. 
The ceiling and most of the walls are of vertical grain 
hemlock flooring, unfinished so as to preserve the original 
light color and luster. A small area of painted plywood, 
divided by battens into panels, gives a color and texture 
contrast, and affords an opportunity to change the color 
scheme of the room with paint without alteration of any of 
the natural wood surfaces. The oak floor is laid in four-foot 
squares. 

The long built-in couch is placed to flank the fireplace 
while providing a direct view through the large window. 
Concealed in the metal hand-rail for the stair landing are 
lights which illuminate the steps, light the couch sufficiently 
for reading, and exploit the objects on the bookcase behind 
the couch, 

The cantilevered cabinet near the entrance contains desk, 
phonograph records and record changer. The concealed light 
which illuminates the desk also illuminates, through a slot 
in the top of the cabinet, the Eugene Berman painting over 
the desk. 

In the main room the lengthwise proportions are empha- 
sized while the lateral features are subdued. A restful spacious- 
ness is sought by calm proportions and close color har- 
monies. The room accommodates a wide variety of furnish- 
ings unified by color and scale. Antique and modern fur- 
nishings are freely mixed along with objects from many 
periods and many parts of the world, The rug was woven 
by Marianne Strengell at Cranbrook. 

The bedrooms and baths are raised 21% feet above the living 
room. The ceilings maintain the same level. The bedrooms 
are completely grouped, each with corner exposure. Beneath 
the bedroom area is a full basement opening at ground level 
and containing a large room with fireplace, darkroom, storage 
rooms, furnace room, etc. 

The lawn area to the rear of the house was located in a 
natural clearing in the trees. The fluid French curve pro-

tage of the feeling of the woodland forest, the house was placed 
deeply back on the land, and the garage was placed very near the 
public road. Consequently a driveway, that would have had to be 
long and costly, was eliminated. And the quality of segregation and 
detachment for the house was heightened. To provide shelter from 
inclement weather a covered passage connects house and garage. 


2. As these pictures and the site plan show, the ground rises from 
the street toward the house. So the passageway is slightly terraced 
to compensate for the rise in grade. This terracing ovcurs on the 
ground levels and on the roof lines. See roof view on page 105. 
Indirect lights concealed in the cross bracing illuminate the pas- 
sage with a diflused flow.

You do not buy a vacuum cleaner every 
day of your life. The one you buy now 
will last for many years. Select yours 
from a recognized, reputable manufac- 
turer, and get the best you can possibly 
afford. The cost, divided by the many 
years of use you will derive from it, 
will be almost negligible. 


Your choice of model depends upon 
your own cleaning needs, and these you 
have to analyze for yourself. 


Generally speaking, upright cleaners, 
with their motor-driven revolving 
brushes, are considered best for on-the- 
floor, or rug and carpet cleaning; tank 


types, with their strong suction power, 
for above-the-floor dusting. 


Be sure the cleaner’s weight is such 
that you can carry it easily. You will 
find different models varying up to 16 
pounds. Good balance is important with 
tank type cleaners. The cleaning tools, 
since they are the parts most often 
handled, also should be light. 


Be sure the cord reaching from cleaner 
to outlet is long enough. Most cords are 
20 feet or longer. Cords also should be 
passed by Underwriters Laboratories, 
Inc., for safety assurance. 


For effective cleaning, there must be a 
firm seal between cleaner and rug sur- 
face, whether you have high pile or low. 
Some uprights adjust automatically, in 
others adjustment is made manually.

WATERING POTS 


A number of years ago a friend sent me a watering pot. It is an enormous 
one handmade of pewter. It came from France, and I have used it constantly 
for a dozen years. It is not only of special handiness on account of its size, 
but it is so handsome that it is a decoration on the terrace or in the patio. 
When ours is not being wielded by my good right arm, it stands on the rim 
of our dipping pool. 

The other day I was working at some distance from the pool, and, needing 
a watering pot, seized the galvanized tin one which hangs in the garage. 
It is not as large as my old pewter one and, therefore, I was surprised 
when, after filling it with water, I found I could hardly lift it. Before I had 
lugged it to the appointed place, my fingers were indented to the bone by 
the sharp narrow handle. I thought my arm must have been pulled several 
inches beyond its normal length, and I was sure my back was broken in 
two places. 

The answer, of course, is simple. The pewter pot is not only lighter in 
weight, but it is so designed—with a large rounded hollow handle which 
curves from the base of the spout over the top to the middle of the back— 
that it is perfectly balanced. The handle doesn’t cut one’s hand. The weight 

by Clgnes Retley does not pull on either arm or back. And yet it holds a gallon more water 
than the other. 

Briefly, the beautiful French pot of classic line is more functional than 
the ugly new one, which looks as if it were highly utilitarian. 

Nursing my bruised fingers and massaging my aching arm, I pondered 
the matter. Any implement which is perfectly adapted to its purpose can be 
—and should be—beautiful. Everything our eyes rest upon, or our hands 
touch, should be suited to its purpose and, according to its essential nature, 
decorative. If every. pitcher poured without dripping, if vases were not top- 
heavy, if handles grew out of teacups in such a way that they were not 
easily broken, if every object from hearth (Continued on: page 164)

CAN BE YOUR BEST BET 


If you can’t build a new house, don’t brush off that down- 


at-the-heel older one too fast.

erous interior you want but can’t afford in building a new 


house. It may be in a most desirable neighborhood. And, 


using both imagination and caution, you may remodel 


it into a more livable, personable house than a new one 


o the armchair home planner there is no house 
like an old house, provided he can tear it 
apart and put it together again differently. For 
house remodeling can seem a fascinating, presto- 
changeo stunt. It can seem a dramatic game of “be- 
fore” and “after” where you can turn a hillbilly hovel 
into a dream house, or make a quaint old ruin into 
an even quainter home. But that is not the way 
remodeling can be your best bet. The successful re- 
modeler is a ground-gripping practical planner, not 
a trick change artist. If he buys a house to remodel 
he never fails to reckon the cost of the old house, 
plus cost of remodeling versus cost of a new house. 
First of all, and before you cast sheep eyes at 
any old house with remodeling in mind, learn its 
state of health. Every existing house is an individual 
case, of varying physical worth. Before you even 
think of buying or remodeling it, learn how struc- 
turally sound it is. For this, most persons need an 
architect’s or engineer’s help, perhaps both. Have 
foundations, drainage, sills, plates, joists, framing, 
walls, chimney, windows, roof, gutters, heating, 
plumbing, and wiring systems checked thoroughly. 
For it is these “innards” of a house which largely 
determine its worth, They don’t charm your eye as 
fine exterior features and proportions do, but they 
need as much consideration. If you disregard them, 
you may spend your life nursing a sickly house. 
Of prime importance, too, if you buy to remodel, 
is the neighborhood and lot. A remodeling candidate

will likely be in an older neighborhood. If it is one 
where stores and the like are already edging out 
houses, it won’t be a satisfactory investment as a 
home for very long. So find out what zoning regula- 


tions exist. There are still protected older neighbor- 


hoods with outmoded but not outworn houses. Many 
are in the best parts of town with fine shade trees, 
plantings, desirable views, good-size lots, paved 
streets, sidewalks, handy schools and shopping dis- 
tricts, and existing utilities (water supply, sewer 
system, electricity, gas) not always available in new 
sub-divisions.

vintage in such neighborhoods are often fine pros-

pects for simple remodeling. Using new planning 
ideas—flexible rooms, built-in features, large glass 
areas—their comfortably roomy interiors can be 
reshaped into exceptionally livable quarters.

Livability is the first consideration in any worth- 
while remodeling. Lopping off top-heavy eaves and

When you finish it, you may have something pretty 
to look at, but it is probably pretty poor to live in. 
This is the kind of remodeling that inspired the story, 
“How We Found An Old Barn—And Let It Alone.” 

The house shown here was no such remodeling 
project. Beginning life as an early 1900 California 
bungalow, it was a sad but solid little job when archi- 
tect Jay Ellsworth took stock of its possibilities for 
Mr. and Mrs. George B. Templeton, its owners. It had 
no tumble-down charm to snare the eye, but it did 
have a plan which lent itself to improvement with 
surprising aptitude. From the “before” plans on this 
page, the “after” plans on the next pages, the photo- 
graphs below, you can see how it was expanded for 
better livability while keeping fairly well within its 
original limitations. The most evident change was 
raising the front half of the roof so the house was a 
full two stories high on the street side. This created 
a new front bedroom and dressing room and permit- 
ted a chimney for fireplaces in the living room and 
main bedroom upstairs. At the back of the house 
the original service porch was made part of the 
kitchen, while above it a new shed dormer enlarged 
the main bedroom and added a dressing room and 
bath. Between the garage and house a pergola was 
vepiaced by a one-room wing. It not only gave the 
house a new day room (paved in brick it serves as 
a play space for children, workroom-study, and mud 
room in bad weather), but helped to form the 
dehghtful court on the facing page.

A small house needn’t mean small rooms. Young planners, who prefer 


spacious livability to little boxy rooms, will take to this seheme—a 


20-foot square room for living, eating, sleeping, plus a kitchen and a 


bath. It’s as casual as slippers, slacks, or most newlyweds themselves 


Ithough this is really a little week-end house on con- 
siderable acreage, it offers excellent pointers for average 
small-house planning. Except for the maid’s suite in a 

small wing, it is just about the amount of house young veterans 
or other first home builders might afford in today’s costly 
buiiding market—modest living and sleeping space, bath and 
kitchen. But instead of pinching out a separate but mean 
living room, dining room, and bedroom from a limited floor 
area, they are all combined here in one room. One room big 
and broad enough to be truly comfortable, gracious, and soul 
satisfying. Service rooms are adjacent, also generous storage 
and dressing space. 

As a week-end house it has the advantage of exceptional 
outdoor surroundings. But the way it enlarges the indoor 
living space of a small house with a big porch and terrace is 
a good trick, too, on practically any modest lot. This porch 
adds a whole extra room to the house much of the year, and 
its day-beds turn it into guest sleeping quarters. The easy- 
going arrangements of the house, simple but eminently livable, 
are the kind we accept readily in vacation houses. If ample 
living and breathing space continues to be so costly to build, 
this is the kind of planning we could sensibly apply to year- 
around small houses as well. It gets around the strait-jacket 
living of the cramped small house.

BACK DOOR

this little house. Can you say the same of your back 


door? Or is it an eyesore though the front is a knockout? 


f you think your back door doesn’t show, you are 

fooling nobody but yourself. If you’ve given it 

short shrift in looks, if you’ve let it become a 
catch-all as cluttered as a small boy’s pockets, you 
may be sure your neighbors and guests see your 
negligence even if you no longer do. 

Too many suburban houses have the front door 
and the street side of the house dressed to the teeth, 
while sides and back are sadly skimped. But the sides 
and back, where the lowly back door is usually lo- 
cated, are just what the neighbors do see from their 
houses. And since most garages are built behind the 
house, or alongside the kitchen quarters, it’s the back 
door which family and guests frequently use. A good 
house should be good on every side, not just on the 


street side. Treating it otherwise is like dressing to 
perfection to go out to a party but slopping around 
in unfiltted, unpressed garments when you think you 
are not seen. 

You owe it to your own pride and self-respect to 
see that your back door is as attractive as the front. 
And that goes whether it is a large, costly house or 
as small as the one to which this back door belongs. 
Its simple treatment is a good solution for both the 
decorative and practical problems of back doors. 
A brick and lattice wall is built around the kitchen 
corner enclosing a small paved yard. It screens from 
sight scooters, bikes, garden equipment, ete., and 
there is an enclosed bin for garbage and trash can 
within handy reach.

The absence of frames

The glass is solidly fixed between 
the exposed structural studs. Venti- 
lation is through screened and lou- 
vered openings below or above the 
windows, or over doors. .

HIS house was one of several 

Yeon designs which inaugurated 
the separation of ventilation sources 
from light and view sources. This 
practice has proved to be one of 
the most contagious and radical 
innovations in house design in re- 
cent years, and has been copied all 
America and abroad. By 
means of this separation several 
advantages are achieved. The house 
becomes comparatively burglar 
proof. First floor bedrooms have 
complete security.

armor against falling branches. 
Without this protection the roof 
would have been punctured many 
times by the heavy debris of storms. 
The appearance of this roof con- 
struction is a design advantage 
where it is revealed in overhanging 
eaves, making a straight joint be- 
tween roof and walls uncompli- 
cated by rafters, and a straight and 
solid edge at the eaves. Gutters 
were eliminated to avoid the end- 
less maintenance caused by falling © 
leaves and needles. Stone filled 
ditches surround the house to catch 
the drip. 

The rhythmical paneling in this 
plywood house is the main element 
of the design. Within

What to use for the main course 
is a poser these days.

Dessert is the high spot in any 
party for the distaff side, and straw- 
berry meringues have what it takes 
to catch and hold the critical fem- 
inine eye. The uninitiated among 
your guests will be quite agog at 
your skill. The initiated may wish 
they’d had the wit to think of them 
before you did. But contrary to 
popular opinion, meringues do not 
take any special abracadabra. But 
they do take a slow, slow oven, 
otherwise they will brown on the 
outside and be rubbery 
when they should be light and 
crusty.

There’s 
hardly more than a couple of table- 
spoons of mushroom liquor in the 
can. But butter is so lavishly pres- 
ent that you can spoon it out, to 
use in heating or otherwise pre- 
paring the mushrooms. You'll find 
these fine mushrooms at Ham- 
macher Schlemmer & Co., 145 E. 
57th St., N. Y. C., for under $1.50 
a 10-ounce can. 

The delectable, 
mushroom is so much a part of 
every day American cookery that 
familiarity has perhaps dimmed

But their unusué 
ability to impart flavor to othe 
foods is worthy of the same ret 
ognition and wide use in America 
homes that truffles already enjd 
in fine restaurants. |

truffle “as is” it has a delicate, a 
most elusive, mushroom-like flavo 
Yet, paradoxically, when blendé 
with other foods, it imparts to thei 
a very definite and luscious flavé 
which is at the same time pungen 
ly fragrant and wonderfully subtl 
The truffie is a mushroom growt 
found in France.

whole canned pheasant will be a 
revelation to you. For actually, 
these pheasants which are espe- 
cially raised and fed for delectable 
eating, are the essence of delicacy 
in flavor. Their delicious flavor is 
not unlike that of squab. 

This fine canned pheasant makes 
tempting eating simply heated in 
its own gravy. But it becomes an 
even greater taste delight if you 
baste it, during the heating-up 
process, with brandy or with white 
or red wine—claret, preferably. 
You need about a cupful of claret. 
Try, too, pouring a half to a cupful 
of heavy cream added to the gravy 
over the pheasant when you put it 
into the oven. Baste the bird with 
the mixture occasionally. Sour 
cream can be used in the same 
manner with very elegant results. 
Diced pheasant meat combined 
with small oysters, and then mixed 
into a rich white sauce flavored 
with sautéd minced green pepper 
or pimiento, and served with boiled 
brown or wild rice, is a memorable 
dish. Also pheasant slices, dressed 
at serving time, with pate de foie 
gras and truffles is a dish of real 
epicurean stature. For a really un- 
usual and out-of-this world canapé, 
roll up a spoonful of crabmeat 
salad in thin slices of pheasant 
meat.

acting fertilizer. 

Because all are hardy in most 
parts of the country, you don’t 
need to fuss about mounding these 
shrub roses in the fall to protect 
them from the winter hazards of 
freezing and thawing. As for pest 
control, you can forget about the 
weekly or ten-day spray program 


that many roses demand. Shrub 
roses frequently need no spraying 
at all the entire season. 



















Their pruning is a_ relatively 
simple chore, too. Instead of cut- 
ting each bush back to within six 
or eight inches of the soil line, as 
you have been accustomed to doing 
with the more tender roses, give 
them the same amount of pruning 
as ordinary shrubs. Prune out Some 
of the old wood in the early spring, 
saving the best one- and two-year- 
old stems. 

If, however, you grow old-fash 
ioned roses mainly for their 
blooms, rather than for their land- 
scape effect, you will prune mor 
severely. Cut the shrubs back tw 
to three feet each spring, beside 
thinning out old canes. The mor 
highly developed roses, like th 
Hybrid Perpetuals and hybrids o 
the Moss and Cabbage, requir 
more fertilizer, too, than the spe 
cies or native roses. Fertilize thes

HE familiar American direction 

to “add a little water” has been 
revised in our bachelor-kitchen to

In choosing a location for your 
Japanese iris, you have the choice 
of full sun or partial shade. It 
looks particularly well beneath 
tall, high-branched trees like oaks, 
in combination with pink and 
white astilbe, lemon lilies, and 
ferns. 

Try Japanese iris, too, in pairs 
or singly as accents in an architec- 
tural setting. Because it is a mois- 
ture-lover, this plant seems espe- 
cially appropriate beside a small 
pool or dipping well, as you see in 
the picture above. 

You don’t need to leave the 
plants in any one special spot 
when they are out of bloom. Jap- 
anese iris are as adaptable and 
husky as chrysanthemums when it 
comes to being moved. Whisk the 
plants into their setting when they 
are in the budding stage, and move 
them out again after they have 
finished flowering. In this way you 
can have a succession of color by 
your pool—spring bulbs preceding 
the iris, then potted lilies, and later 
chrysanthemums. 

If you live on the East Coast, 
anywhere from New England to 
the Deep South, in the Northwest 
or California, you can grow this 
iris with ease. It also does well in 
the Middle West states and in 
other parts of the country which 
are near bodies of water. The most 
diffeult areas for its culture are, 
as would be expected, the dry hot 
states in the center of the country. 
If you are to grow Japanese iris 


here, you must give it plenty of 
humus and water it in the summer. 
In fact, it appreciates water during 


midsummer droughts anywhere.

Still a popular 
item is the little Crystal Palace Compacta lobelia, introduced in 1861, 
when the Crystal Palace was erected in London. 


In this bleak and icy (up north, at least!) month of February, it 
is hard to look back and visualize the mild November that we experi- 
enced throughout the East. From the Bulletin of The Garden Center of 
Greater Cleveland comes this comment on November bloom: 

“November is here, and we have had a most unusual fall. In most 
gardens roses are still in full bloom and chrysanthemums, which are 
usually nipped by an early frost, have had a chance to show them- 
selves at their very best. One can see an occasional bush of cydonia, 
forsythia, or witch-hazel, or a flowering crab in full bloom.” 

Ditto from New Jersey, and even from a Florida nursery comes this 
report: 

“Well, November ended the hottest on record. The temperature was 
seven to ten degrees above normal, with less than one-half inch of rain, 
It’s been summer, except at night, and more like the month of May 
or October than November. . .. We have had to stop moving large: 
citrus trees—just too hot.” 

For many gardeners, the unseasonable November weather was a boon 
and has given them a head start on planting and soil preparation that] 
they would ordinarily leave till spring. 


The enthusiasm of West Coast gardeners for begonias is gradually 
spreading in the East. The New York-Suburban branch of the American 
Begonia Society held its first meeting in November, making the fourth 
group (at this writing) in the East, as compared with about five times 
that number in California. 

Tuberous-rooted begonia culture is almost as controversial as that 
of African violets, it appeared from a discussion following a talk on 
the subject by Mrs. Norman Hedley (of 71 Willard Terrace, Stamford, 
Connecticut), Secretary-Treasurer of the new branch. Whereas one 
member transplants them in May to outdoor beds of soil mixed with 
pure leafmold, Mrs. Hedley grows her prize-winning tuberous begonias 
in tubs in the shade of oak trees on her terrace, using the soil formulll 
of seven parts of oakleaf mold, three parts of peat moss, two of sand, 
one of bone meal, and one of old manure. : 

One member had tried two methods of storing the tubers—one, wash 
ing them and keeping them dry; the other, leaving them in pots andj 
placing these on their sides, dry, over winter—and reported equal suc 
cess with both, with about 80 per cent of the tubers coming through, 
One member grows all her plants from tubers; another has had great 
success from cuttings, which he declares root readily even in an outdoor 


seil. bed. 


Gardeners in the northern half of the United States needn’t hunger

have the utmost respect for Lord 

Chesterfield’s lacy style and his 
racy wisdom. I enjoy reading his 
letters to his son. Nevertheless, I 
think he was a fuddyduddy. I am 
prejudiced against him because he 
did not like my favorite form of 
entertainment: “As for operas,” he 
wrote, “they are essentially too ab- 
surd and extravagant to mention. 
I look upon them as a magic scene 
contrived to please the eyes and 
the ears at the expense of the 
understanding.” 

Lord Chesterfield wrote this 
nearly 200 years ago, but there are 
still a few people around who 
agree with him. I don’t. Operatic 


music has not only given me many - 


hours of intense enjoyment, but 
opera has actually taught me a lot. 
Indeed, if I understand rightly that 
Lord Chesterfield means. by “the 
understanding” wisdom and sensi- 
tivity and tolerance, I would say 
that so much true emotion is con- 
tained in operatic music, and that 
this music holds so much compas- 
sion and pity as well as joy and 
exhilaration, that opera increases 
one’s understanding and adds to 
one’s wisdom.

Better look toward the sunny 

South this year if you're bent 
on that annual quest for rest and re- 
laxation. 

Unless youre rugged and_ like 
roughing it, or business compels the 
trip, Europe generally and the Medi- 
terranean are not travel musts just 
now. France, Switzerland, and Hol- 
land are preening and primping in 
the hope of luring some tourist trade 
this year, but the question of getting 
over there is the big problem. 

Domestic travel, of course, all 
things being equal and undisturbed 
in the industrial and labor fields, is 
expected to shatter all records—- 
afoot, awheel, aloft, and afloat—for 
something like 32,000,000 Americans 
will be shoving off on paid vacations, 
and expecting to spend money. 

Did someone say, “Plan Early, Book 
Early, and Travel Light”? 

However, next to Canada, if you 
insist hat crossing our northern bor- 
der is “going foreign,” Latin Amer- 
ica—including Nassau, Bermuda, and 
the Caribbean—is far in the lead to 
garner more tourist dollars this year 
than any of the other known travel 
areas outside our own country. 

Furthermore, Washington will grant 
you a passport for the asking. Steam- 
ship lines can talk about their “fleets” 
without blushing. Airlines are wag- 
ging their tails with glee—and if 
that isn’t enough, food plentiful 
and hotels in good condition—but 


crou ded. 


HATS THE EUROPEAN 

TRAVEL PICTURE? 

On the brighter side of the Euro- 
pean picture, however, is the fact that 
by mid-year more express liners will 
be in service. Cunard’s “Queen Eliza- 
beth” will be joined by a refurbished 
“Mauretania” this month, and by the 
famous “Queen Mary” by next June. 
It is possible that the old “Britan- 
nic” will be back with the “Queen 
Mary.” In the offing are the “Media,” 
launched last December, a 30,000- 
tonner, the “Caronia” and a sister 
ship, the “Parthia.” 

A fleet of this kind will be needed 
to break the backlog of tourists sched- 
uled for European ports. Nearly 32,000 
have their names on waiting lists. 

Swedish-America Line’s two vessels 
are sold out through May. The Hol- 
land American Line has a waiting 
list of about 2,500; and the American 
Export Lines (Mediterranean) 3,700 
—and this, mind you, for vessels 
about which the company honestly 
states, “There’s no room service; you 
might have to pack in with 8, or 12, 
or 16 other passengers.” 

Upward of 3,000 reservations have 
been made on vessels plying Central 
and South American and Caribbean 
ports, and Bermuda. Alcoa Steamship 
Line has bookings for 1,000 on its 
present flagship “George Washington.” 

Furness-Bermuda Line reports its 
two vessels sold out through April;

decorator’s faux pas. It is a symptom of a cul- ~ 

tural failure so common that you could probably 
find its equivalent in nine out of ten homes. The 
jarring note is, of course, the “art” that hangs on 
the wall. Here it is a vapid, trivial, mass-production 
chromo, bearing no relation in quality or spirit to 
the distinguished chest of drawers and the heirloom 
chairs with which it is thrown into company. It is 
like a ketchup bottle on a lace table cloth. And it 
typifies what results when people lack a standard by 
which to judge good art from bad. The next thir- 
teen pages are devoted to helping you find such a 
standard. They will not turn you into an art critic over- 
night. But they will, we hope, impel you to take 
stock of your own approach to art and perhaps take 
a more discerning view of the pictures that already 


hang on the walls of the rooms in which you live. 
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hether you like it or not, the tan- 

gible furnishings you live with lay 

bare that moving cavalcade of 
past experience and present aspirations 
that makes you and your taste what they 
are as of today. They represent your sense 
of tangible property. And that is no small 
slug of revelation. 

But the art you live with tells even more 
about you than that. The pictures on your 
walls indicate the depth of your capacity 
for understanding the intangibles. For art 
is not merely pretty pictures. Art is, to put 
it in as un-arty a nutshell as we can, the 
artist’s expression of an emotion which you 
can experience, too—if you are sensitive 
enough to see in the picture what the

artist was driving at when he painted it. 

A taste for the best in furniture, fabrics, 
china, and silver does not assure you of 
sound judgment in choosing a picture. Poor 
art is as common ‘in well-furnished homes 
as it is in poorly furnished, because most 
people, even those of mature genera! taste, 
are so confused by the phony, awesome- 
sounding patter that is circulated about 
art, and by the shibboleths and snobbisms 
“that seem to surround it, that they have 
never discovered what art is really all 
about. 

If the art in your home simply amuses 
the eye but conveys no meaningful message, 
you are depriving yourself, for lack of 
understanding, of the spiritual richness 
that good art can contribute to your life. 
You are doing yourself an injustice, be- 
cause your pictures imply a shallowness in 
you which in all probability doesn’t exist. 
If you knew what to look for and how to 
choose, the art in your home would tell a 
different story. And learning what to iook 
for is a matter of deliberate development. 
Call it self-improvement, if you will. You 
can understand it because art can belong 
to anyone who makes the effort.

Do you believe that good art is too “long ene 


too costly to have a place in your life? Times have 


changed. Today art can belong to anyone who wants it 


t makes little sense that a person who prides him- 
self on recognizing and appreciating the beauty of 
a Chippendale chair will hang above a mantelpiece 
a flower still-life which has neither the honest loveli- 
ness of the flowers themselves nor the transfigured 
vision of a work of art.

budget which allows a piece of Georgian silver or a 
Natzler ceramic bowl but allots at best a pitifully meager 
sum for a painting. Yet in thousands of American homes 
this is exactly the case. 

I do not believe that indifference is the cause of this 
curious paradox, but rather that its explanation lies in 
fear. For several decades most Americans have felt 
“art? was something awesome. It belonged, they believed, 
to the big-time collectors whose purchases in astronom- 
ical amounts were making the news: J. P. Morgan, Henry 
Clay Frick, Peter Widener. Only the very rich could 
afford “old masters,” and if it wasn’t an “old master” 
it wasn’t art. 

Buying was sporadic even for those who could afford 
good painting. Much of the cultivated public, which 
despised the sentimentalities of the Victorian era and 
the fuzzy Barbizon landscapes in their parents’ rooms, 
were not yet ready to embrace (Continued on page 146) 
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his is the kind of discussion that can throw people 

into dithers of irritation. Few of us enjoy being 

told what we don’t know about anything, and when 
it comes to a subject about which we have definite feelings 
of inferiority, we can’ wax downright belligerent. And 
most people have an inferiority complex about art. So 
much authoritative-sounding baloney has been prated 
about it, so many poseurs have embraced it as a cult 
and smothered it with snobbish affectations, that it is 
no wonder the general public regards it as a long-hair 
subject that they can never hope to understand. 

Any human being can learn to understand art, but 
because most people don’t think they can, they have set 
their own standards—fumbling ones and usually bad, as 
evidenced in the daubs they choose to hang on their walls. 
Their confusion is summed up in the aged comeback, 
“T don’t know much about art, but I know what [I like.” 

Well, what’s wrong in knowing what you like? Nothing 
—except that it makes little sense unless you know why 





you like it. And that’s where art appreciation begins. 
Most people don’t know why they like a picture because 
; they don’t know what they should be looking for. Gener- 
ally people tend to like pictures that tell a story or that

remind them of pleasant experiences in their own lives. 
But actually this is not understanding or appreciating 
art for itself at all. It is enjoying not the picture, but 
what the picture suggests—the interesting story or the 
pleasant association it recalls. You can get this sort of 
entertainment from a novel or from a bunch of old 
snapshots. 

So, before you can appreciate art you must understand 
what art is. Otherwise you look but you don’t see. It’s 
like watching a football game without knowing the rules, 
or looking at an automobile motor when you know nothing 
about mechanics. 

A point that seems to escape most of us is that art 
is a two-way proposition. The artist’s work is not merely 
the filling in of a canvas with an eye-pleasing arrange- 
ment of objects and colors. Nor is the part of the observer 
simply the passive role of having his optic nerves stimu- 
lated by pretty colors and shapes. Art is the artist’s 
statement of an emotion which he feels best able to 
express in paints or stone or whatever his chosen medium. 
(And the word emotion here does not necessarily mean 


a tumultuous emotional crisis. It means the artist’s feeling,

his sensitive reaction to whatever aspect of life he is 
depicting.) The purpose of art is fulfilled when you, 
the observer, are able to see the meaning in the artist’s 
work, to capture and re-live the emotion he experienced 
when he painted. 

In a picture of a child, the artist may be commenting 
on the joy, tragedy, helplessness, innocence, or just the 
plain common ordinary brattishness of childhood— 
whichever he feels. The power or universality of the 
message, and the skill with which he makes it understand- 
able, determine the greatness of his work. But in any 
case before you can honestly say you like or dislike it, 
you must have searched for the meaning in the picture. 





To appreciate art—and this comes as surprise to all 





tyros at the game—you must work at it. You must be 
alert when you look at a picture, making a deliberate 
effort to sense the intangibles behind the obvious subject 
matter. You must approach every picture positively, 
looking for the good in it, whether it “appeals” to you 
at first glance or not. You will find, as many before 
you have, that you can come to love the things you once

(Continued from preceding page) sincere attempt to put 
yourself in the artist’s place, you develop your own 
sensitivities, and come one step closer to a mature under- 
standing of all art. Just as experience sharpens your dis- 
cernment so that you can sense the difference between 
Waterford crystal and dime-store glassware, so does con- 
stant effort heighten your sense of good versus bad art. 

The best way to develop your appreciation of art is 
by exposure to the best in art. Visit the art museums 
and prowl the galleries if there are any near you. If 
there are not, make a visit to a famous museum a vacation 
project. Study the reproductions of great works which 
are available in countless books and magazines. Familiar- 
ize yourself with the old masters and with the history of 
art, for art like everything else is evolutionary, and much 
that is new stems from the old. 

For a while you may have to take someone else’s word 
for what is good and what bad. But don’t be gullible 
about it. Read what the critics have to say and listen 





to the people who have had more experience than you,

HOW TO JUDGE YOUR STREET LIGHTS 


ee because you can see lamp posts at regular

Euonymus alatus and its dwarf 
form, compactus, are popular here 
as specimens and hedge plants, and 
Strawberrybush (EF. americanus), 
burningbush or wahoo (E. atropur- 
pureus) and Ewonymus bungeanus 
are other deciduous types used. 


Zone 5—The Rocky Moun- 
tains and Great Plain states 

Several species of euonymus do 
well in Zone 5. Most commonly 
seen is the europaeus species, that 
develops into a large shrub or small 
tree and with age is loaded with 
fruits in the fall and winter. The 
atropurpureus is a much _ better 
plant as the flowers and fruits are 
more colorful, and it fruits at a 
much younger age. The yedoensis 
and sachalinensis species grow here 
but seem to be more subject to 
winterkill, Huonymus alatus and its 
compact form are fine. 

The wintercreepers do well on 
the north sides of buildings or in 
protected places, and occasionally 
will tolerate full sun without 


winterburning. Euonymus patens,

What YOU Can Do

neering Society. 

2. Armed with the facis about 
just how far short of perfection 
your town’s lights are, start build- 
ing up public opinion about them. 

a) Arrange club programs at 
which the street lighting engineer 
can explain the situation; 
lice chief can show the relation- 
ship between darkness and crime; 
business men can reveal the im- 
portance of good light to increased 
business and real-estate values.

b) Have your local civic groups 
pass resolutions or sign petitions 
for improved lighting — planned 
over a period of years. 

c) See that local newspapers and 
radio stations give space and time 
to the subject, stressing particu- 
larly the small amount of money, 
per capita, it takes to save lives, 
traffic damages, crime. 

d) Write to the Street and Traf- 
fic Safety Lighting Bureau, 155 
East 44th Street, New York 17, 
N. Y., for literature to distribute 
at meetings or by mail to citizens 
of your town. 

3. Get a committee representing 
as many of the varied interests in 
your town as you can to go to the 
city government to ask for action.

@ March is the time to prune Climbing 
roses, too, using the same rule of prun- 
ing weak ones (above) hard, and strong 
ones (right) less severely. As in shrubs, 


davidi, hardy fuchsia, tamarix, hy- 
drangeas, Hybrid Tea, Hybrid 
Perpetual and Climbing roses. 

The second is the amount of 
pruning. This should depend on 
the plant’s vigor. Contrary to what 
one would expect, a vigorous shrub 
or vine needs little pruning. A 
weak plant, on the other hand, 
should be pruned comparatively 
heavily so that the plant’s strength 
goes into the few strongest stems. 

The third is the kind of pruning. 
You should prune to build up 
framework in each shrub or 
vine, keeping in mind that most 
late-blooming ones flower on new 
wood of the current season’s 
growth. First you trim out the weak 
twigs springing from the center of 
bush; then prune back others. 

In a few cases you will have to 
make departures from this general 
pruning formula. For instance, 
Hydrangea hortensis, the popular 
pink and blue-flowered type, blooms 
at the tips of the previous year’s 
ripened shoots, or on short laterals. 

To roses you can apply the same 
general rules for March pruning

The excep- 
tion is the Rambler rose (a strain 
of hybrids produced by crossing 
wichuraiana and multiflora); this” 
is pruned instead immediately aft 
er flowering in July. Other climb- 
ing types are pruned in much the’ 
same way as the bush roses—the 
weak ones severely, and the strong 
ones lightly. 

In the case of Hybrid and other 
roses and shrubs that are not en- 
tirely winter-hardy, delay pruning 
until all danger of frost is past.

Outdoors, our landscape around New York is still 
predominantly grays and browns, with a song sparrow’s note about the 
only sign of spring. 

Not so farther south, however, Camellias are blooming in the Caro- 
linas, and this month will bring to a close the camellia shows—25 of 
them in the South this year. The-new American Camellia Society is a 
going concern, too, and many local branches are springing up. The 
highlight of the wave of interest in camellias is the magnificent book 
by Dr. H. H. Hume, Dean of Florida’s Agricultural College. 


Speaking of Florida, we were delighted last summer to see a hedge 
of one of our northern house plants beside a building in the center 
of Tampa. The plant was Belleperone guttata and its salmony red bracts 
‘and rich green foliage were beautiful against the cream-color stucco. 


After completing our piece on old-fashioned roses for the February 
number, we were pleased to read this entertaining little item about 
Harison’s Yellow rose, from the pen of one of our western correspond- 
ents: “Harison’s Yellow rose has taken over the historic old mining 
town of Central City, Colorado. It grows in deserted yards and spills 
over old rock walls, transforming the town at flowering-time. Old- 
timers say that the first plant was brought in by the family of Henry 
M. Teller, famous in his day as a U.S. Senator. Today his horticul- 
‘tural footprints are more enduring than his past glory.” 


And, speaking of last month’s article on “Roses without Work,” a 
‘million apologies to you who got copies with the sketches on page 71 
incorrectly captioned. They should have read, from top to bottom: 
fountain-shaped, mound-shaped, upright, and horizontal. The error, 
fortunately, was corrected before the entire issue was printed. 


All winter weve been contemplating some major changes in our 
garden. First we decided to shift some hemlocks and shrubs from an 
outgrown location to the rear of the yard that needs screening where 
a fence deteriorated. That idea led to others, until we had drawn up 
a whole new plan. It will give us a better view of the garden from 
the house and will shorten our steps to the tool corner in the garage— 
both convincing reasons for the changes.

acre. The Saturday classes from 
September to Christmas, and from 
March to June, plus weekly classes 
for thousands of school children 
make a thrilling example of prac- 
tical use of a botanical garden. 
“We believe this is one way for 
botanical gardens to become dy- 
namic,” said Dr. George S. Avery, 
Jr., director. “Such gardens really 
live, they are not merely museums. 
‘The key is to have people’s lives 
collide with them. Cities need more 
space for this. They keep on build- 
ing closer and closer together, and 
driving people out farther and 
farther. Ideas for use at home are 
a function of botanical gardens. 
But there must be some space at 
home in which to use the ideas. 
Nothing is important until it is in- 
corporated into a pattern of living. 
“T have never seen a child yet 
who could have his fingers in the 
earth that wasn’t a square shooter. 
I certainly believe the wider use 
of botanical gardens for children 
would do more to combat juvenile 
delinquency than one imagines.” 
The purpose of the children’s 
program is more than to teach ele- 
mentary botany. Miss Ellen Eddy 
Shaw, ex-curator of elementary in- 































struction at the Garden, summed 
up: “Classrooms, buildings, equi; 
ment and books are not the impo 
tant factors of education in th 
children’s work at Brooklyn Bg 
tanic Garden. We believe with Cé 
menius, who long, long ago said 
‘As far as possible men are taugl 
to become wise not by books by 
by the heavens, the earth, “” 
and beeches.

our people’s attitude toward the home as a place to live. 
They cling to deep-rooted notions of what a house should look 
like, how it should be made, and what it should do. 

Indeed, many of those attitudes are almost buried, and 
people do not realize they have them. The home builder con- 
sequently has been met with a somewhat paradoxical situation. 
On the one hand, he heard insistent cries that building be 
industrialized to bring it abreast of other major parts of 
our national economy. On the other, he bumped head-on into 
firmly founded convictions about the appearance and _ struc- 
tural nature of the house. 

On the rock of this conflict, many an ambitious experi- 
menter in housing has been wrecked or badly damaged. 

But Henry J. Kaiser and Fritz B. Burns, the heads of 
Kaiser Community Homes, believe they have created a home- 
building formula that will resolve that conflict. 

They think they have discovered how to produce houses by 
advanced industrial methods without sacrifice of beauty and 
fine individual styling. They believe that they have found 
out how to build homes that people will want to live in, and 
at prices they can afford to pay. 

To a factory-minded nation, putting houses together in a 
plant looked like the most sensible technological answer to 
the home-builder’s problem. Hence was born, in the early 
1930’s, the prefabricator. He standardized the design of the 
house, cut that standard pattern into wall, ceiling and floor

The prefabricator drew the public spotlight. He was hailed 
as the probable savior of the industry, the man who would lead 
it out of the dark woods of technical backwardness into the 
light of a great and continuing volume market for housing. 

The only trouble was that virtually no one bought the 
houses he made, until war created a huge emergency demand 
for almost any brand of housing in the shortest possible time. 

Why did the prefabricator have such poor luck until the 
war buoyed him up? Because he, in his intense pre-occupation 
with the technical phase of house-building, ignored important 
social and psychological factors. He did little to take the 
factory stamp off his product. He learned people don’t want

hen we were married, my aunt gave us forty

Av when forsythias and early spireas are 
abloom, is the time for you to think about 
pruning these and other spring and early summer- 
flowering shrubs and vines. But you don’t prune 
all these shrubs in the same way. They break down 
into two distinct groups which require diametrically 
opposite pruning treatments. 

One group, which includes forsythias and spring- 
blooming spireas, should be pruned heavily after 
flowering. The other (certain broadleaf evergreens, 
azaleas, and lilacs) should be pruned very little, if 
at all. Later on in this article we list shrubs of both 
types, but it is easy to remember which is which 
if you understand their manner of growth. 

The shrubs to prune heavily flower mostly in 
sprays along one-year-old or two-year-old branches. 
This year’s one-year-old branches were made last 
summer (in 1946) ; the two-year-old branches started 
growth two vears ago (in 1945). All these plants re- 










twiggy growth. 
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q tire the same simple method of pruning—the 
removal of spent flowering wood immediately after 
o1 during flowering. By doing this, you will produce 
the maximum number of vigorous one- and two-year- 
old shoots, at the same time preserving the natural 
erace of the plant. 

After it has produced one heavy crop of bloom, 
an old flowering branch of forsythia or spirea 
deteriorates rapidly in vigor and usefulness. The 
following year it may produce a few scattered blooms 
on side shoots only. By the time the branch is three 
years old, there will probably be no flowers at all, 
and it may die altogether in its fourth year. So in 
pruning out the old wood, you are only doing what 
nature would eventually do. 

Neglected shrubs may have a lot of dead or very 
weak and spent twiggy growth. So the first time you 


aitempt this “after-flowering pruning,” you will need 
to remove this accumulation. (Continued on page 214)

picture of all the rooms in all the houses in the United 
States, he would probably conclude that here was a 
matriarchy in which the male function was strictly con- 
fined to economic and biologic contribution. For the 
American home invariably looks like its mother. It is 
the decorative equivalent of the coat that buttons on 
the left and i’s that are dotted with tiny circles. Its lamps, 
draperies, and chairs, even the pictures on its walls, subtly 
insinuate that this is indeed a woman’s world. 

This effeminization of the house is peculiar to the 
United States. The English manor, the Scandinavian 
cottage, the French chateau, the South American villa— 
these do not lack domestic mistresses and meticulous 
housekeepers. But if you step across their thresholds, you 
are conscious that they are inhabited by a man as well 
as a woman—something you would have no way of guess- 
ing in the castle of the average American male. 

This national peculiarity of ours does not mean that 
there is an undue display of organdy and pert chintz. 
Nor is it that the comfort of the American man has been 
ignored. Even in the most girlish sitting: room there is 
usually an easy chair large enough, sturdy enough, well 
upholstered enough for masculine occupancy. There is 


probably a handy and enormous ash tray and a good 





reading light. In the marital bed chamber, with its ruffled 
curtains and scented air, there is a bureau which the 
man can call his own and, if possible, a closet which he 
can likewise so consider. In the pink and silver bathroom 
there is a nice big bath towel marked His. 

But one does not mistake a chorus of women’s voices 
for a chorus of men’s voices, no matter what song it 
sings. And in America the house sings a tireless soprano. 
for a very good reason. Because, while the American 
husband may earn the money, it is usually the wife who 
spends it. More significant, it is she who decides how it 
should be spent, choosing the style of the furniture, the 
patterns and colors that set its tenor. Her choices inevit- 
ably reflect what appeals to her taste, and so it is not at 
all surprising that an all-girl aspect results. 

But, paradoxically, it is not the women who are to 
blame for this emasculation of the American interior. 
It is the men themselves. Most wives dutifully and even 
frantically consult their male partners about the purchase 
and placing of a piece of furniture or a lamp or even a 
slipcover. And the male partner retorts with exasperating 
apathy that whatever the little woman wants is all right 
with him. Having thus amiably divested himself of any 
responsibility for the atmosphere in which he is going 
to live, he withdraws to the (Continued on page 208) 























@ henever spring house cleaning comes round, 
something always makes me want to go out 
in the yard and sit under a tree, just staring into space 
for a couple of days.

It 
meant dismantling the entire house, disrupt- 
ing family comfort, dislocating human 
tempers. And it certainly meant a completely 
exhausted lady-of-the-house. 

Today, mechanical appliances replace 
aching backs, lame shoulders, reddened 
hands, and, what’s more, get things clean as 
never before. Companion to these mechanical 
aids is an ever-growing family of cleaners, 
waxes, and polishes, formulated in the chem- 
ist’s laboratory to make dirt do the disap- 
pearing act. Together, they form an unbeat- 
able team to help clean as you go, clean in 
place, without pulling, pushing, lifting, haul- 
ing, taking down, putting up again, 

When it takes very little time and effort to 
do a job, it’s human nature to do it oftener. 
In terms of house cleaning, that means dis- 
posing of dirt as it appears, daily and 
weekly, not after it has accumulated, when 
you may have to resort to drastic measures.

results. The house cleaning revolution we have been awaiting is here. Use it! 


All-Purpose Cleaners 
Before mentioning cleaners to meet individual problems, 
we should report that there is quite a family of cleaners 
described as “all-purpose” cleaners, which eliminate 
hard scrubbing in favor of just wiping off. They have 
the advantage of working well in hard water, and can 
be used on anything water won't hurt. They cut grease, 
remove imbedded dirt, dissolve surface dirt. They may 
come in the form of ready-to-use liquids, concentrated 
liquids to be diluted with water, or powders and crystals 
to be dissolved in water. Most are the result of chemical 
combinations without fats, oils, abrasive elements, or 
excess alkalis and many require no rinsing. These 
chemical all-purpose cleaners can be used to wash walls, 
woodwork, rugs, draperies, Venetian blinds, kitchen and 
bathroom fixtures, pots and pans, dishes, laundry. Some 
will even remove spots and stains like lipstick and 
iodine. Complete instructions for use are printed on 
attached labels or package inserts. Read them carefully 
if you want successful results, for each is different. 
Some of the names to look for in all-purpose cleaners 
are Mirra Cleen, Club General Cleaner, Samae All- 
Purpose Cleaner, Penetone, Old English, Coldfoam, Rad. 


Washing Woodwork 

Scrubbing woodwork is no longer necessary. Here, 
again, chemistry has come to the rescue. The “all- 
purpose” group of cleaners just dissolve the dirt, usually 
require no rinsing. For woodwork with an enamel finish, 
there are products which wax as they clean. They con- 
tain chemica! combinations of cleaning agents with the 
wax, the latter to give a protective coating, insurance 
against clinging dust, as well as for a glossy appearance. 
Names you will see on the cleaning counters, in addition 
to the all-purpose cleaners, are Mystic Zip, Tavern Paint 
Cleaner, Namel, Sani-Wax, Coldfoam, Windsor Cleaner, 


and Johnson’s Cream Wax. 


Cleaning Wallpapered Walls 

If you know the paper is “washable,” it can be sponged 
off with mild soap and cold water, but be careful not 
to use too much water, never hot water, or water-soften- 
ing compounds, or harsh soaps and alkalis. Whether 
it is washable or not, you may -be better satisfied 
with regular wallpaper cleaners. Some of these are of 
the consistency of dough, others are tiny crumbles 
encased in a pad container. Both cleaners “erase” the 
dirt easily. Among special wallpaper cleaners to look 
for are Climax, ABC, and Marigold. Blot-X, another 
product for use on wallpapers, is designed solely to 
remove stubborn grease spots. It is not designed for 


over-all cleaning. 
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Washing Painted Wallis - 

The idea of washing walls no longer need be appalling. 
Instead of hard scrubbing, now you just wipe on the new 
cleaners, which chemically dissolve the dirt, often re- 
quire no rinsing. Because they are so easy to use, it’s a 
simple matter to remove finger marks and smudges as 
they appear, instead of after a lot of dirt has accumu- 
lated and become set. 

As a general rule, walls painted with water hbase 
paints are not washable, and should be cleaned with 
wallpaper cleaner. Occasionally, one of the foam 
cleaners on the market, or a very dry suds you make 
yourself by beating up pure soap, will remove stubborn 
spots. If you insist on washing, sponge (do not rub), 
and to be safe, add 2% to 3% ordinary 40% drugstore 
formaldehyde to the wash water. Walls painted with 
oil-base paints are washable. Your “all-purpose” 
cleaners, described above, generally are best for walls. 
There are also a few special cleaners for walls, like one 
put out by du Pont. Do not use cleaners with harsh 
abrasives or excess alkalis, which might ruin the surface. 
When washing any wall surfacé, start at the bottom to 
avoid possible rivulets of dirt trickling down. 


Cleaning Wood Floors 

The mop-and-pail method is very much out of date. 
Instead, there are waxes that clean as they polish. Not 
only do they bring out the natural grain of the wood, 
but fill the pores, thus preventing foreign matter from 
lodging there to cause deterioration. These floor cleaner- 
waxes are likely to be homogenized blends of waxes and 
cleaning agents that spread uniformly, require only light 
buffing or none at all. Aside from labor saving, they 
have an advantage over the mop-and-pail method in that, 
unless used with the utmost care, water can easily spoil 
wood floors. Preen, Woodee, and Cello Floor Cleaner are 
names to look for. 

When it is desirable to remove old wax which has 
been on the floor some time, either because it is dis- 
colored by soil or because you plan a new varnish or 
shellac application, use one of the wax removers such 
as Savogran Wax Remover and Waxoff. 

Paste waxes probably are ideal from the standpoint of 
floor protection, because they leave a good deposit of 
hard.carnauba wax, which makes an excellent protection. 
These do require a thorough rubbing in. But this is no 
longer such a problem, since there are several electric 
waxers for home use on the market, and your vacuum 
cleaner may even have a waxing tool, as some do. No- 
rub or self-polishing waxes are simple to use, of course. 
Containing an element which evaporates quickly. these 
dry rapidly, require little or no rubbing, and your floor 
can be in general use in half an (Continued on page 220)

putting it on a new shingle 
And you have to be cautious 
oosing color; you will do best 
ck to the tone you had origi- 
or use a darker stain for the 
coat. Trying to put a lighter 
over an existing dark coat 
mean a muddy instead of a 
y ending, 
en stain is used it usually 
_into the wood, leaves no gloss 
line, and retains the natural 
texture. When paint is used 
a wood shingled roof, it can 
‘the outside surface against 


moisture. The unpainted underside 
and edges of the shingles may ab- 
sorb moisture, however. Since it 
cannot work through the face of 
the sealed shingles, it can start 
decay underneath. If it does work 
through the shingles, it may cause 
peeling on the painted surface. 
However, wood shingle roofs can 
be painted successfully. A sound, 
moisture-resistant roof is the es- 
sential, one which has a_ steep 
enough pitch to throw off moisture. 
In painting, two coats of regular 
house wall paint are suggested—a 
covering undercoat and a_ finish 
coat picked for its durability. 

Be equally sure beforehand that 
moisture doesn’t collect under your 
asbestos composition shingle roof 
either. If you want to stain or paint 
it, Devoe and Raynolds Educational 
Department suggests: The first 
coat should be three parts boiled 
linseed oil to one part thinners. 
For a stain finish. apply two coats 
of shingle stain over a prime coat. 
For a paint finish, apply over 
primer a coat of non-penetrative 
house paint under-coat reduced in 
the proportion of a half gallon of 
spar varnish and a pint of thinner 
to each gallon of paint. Follow 
with two coats of house paint. 
Staining is practicable on asphalt 
shingle roofs, too, and it can help 
to bind the material together as 
well as preserve, it is claimed. 
Paints have also been developed 
which claim to eliminate asphalt 
“bleeding” 
paint curling the shingles,

ariety is the spice of life, even

walls. Wallpapering painted walls, 
or painting walls which have been 
previously wallpapered, can give 
the entire room a brand-new face. 

So-called water paints can be ap- 
plied over wallpaper, but you'll get 
a finer, sleeker end result if you 
remove the wallpaper before paint-

not as ominous as it may sound, for

was if you have the new wallpaper 
removers now obtainable.

Two such products are “Strips- 
of” and “Peel.” Both are safe and 
easy to use, odorless and non-toxic 
and won’t harm woodwork, painted 
surfaces, clothing, or hands. “Peel” 
comes in a concentrated powder 
form that dissolves instantly in hot 
water. “Stripsoff” is a liquid con- 
centrate which you add to warm 
water. The solution, in either case, 
can be brushed, sponged, or 
sprayed on the wallpaper surface. 
A one-layer surface can be virtu- 
ally peeled off the wall when the

Repapering over three or four lay- 
ers of existing wallpaper may give 
you a bubbly, uneven, inferior re- 
sult. 

Now you are ready to paint—if 
that’s the way you are going to 
decorate the walls. The de-papered 
wall must be treated exactly like 
a newly plastered wall. And that, 
above all, means thoroughly seal- 
ing it. This sealing, which insures 
against subsequent peeling, “flash- 
(that means glossy and dull 
areas), or sinking of the paint into 
the

paint store. Get a good brand; 
cheap paint is poor economy. It is 
a pigmented oil “size,” white in 
color. 

If you wish, you can mix it with 
pure oil color. These are concen- 
trated tinting colors, which you 
buy in tubes at your paint store. 
Select the color closest to the finish 
color you plan to use on the wall. 
To dissolve this oil color thor- 
oughly in the prime-sealer it is best 
to stir a little of the sealer into the 
oil color until the paste is liquefied 
and then slowly stir the solution 
into the balance of the sealer. 

You may find one coat of final- 
color flat paint over the tinted 
primer-sealer adequate for good re- 
sults. But for a really fine job, 
three coats are recommended: first, 
the primer-sealer; second, the fin- 
ish-color flat paint mixed with lin- 
seed oil (1 pint to each gallon of 
paint); and, finally, the finish- 
color flat paint as it comes out of 
the can. It’s more work, true, and 
a little more expensive, but the 
results are worth the trouble and 
expense both in appearance and 
durability. 


f you want to have wallpapered 

walls, you'll certainly take steps 
to prevent their becoming soiled. 
So you'll want to use one of the 
waxes or lacquers which are avail- 
able to protect wallpaper surfaces 
soil and Among 
these are “Dumac,” a special paste 
wax for wallpaper; and “Retlac” 
and “Mirrolac,” special lacquers 
for coating wallpaper. Any of these 
protective coatings can be safely 
applied to waterproof wallpapers. 
But if the paper you select is not 
marked ‘“‘waterproof” by the manu- 
facturer, it is well to test the 
preparation on a left-over piece of 
the wallpaper first to make sure 


against stains.

In order not to punch more 
holes in the walls than necessary, 
the clothespole was made of °4 
inch pipe, supported with tee rods 
at each end, like a show rack in a 
dress shop. A bag was hung on the 
back of the bookcase for shoes.

Cleaning books, as well as book 
helves, should be a regular part of 
‘our housekeeping routine. Dust 
yooks frequently and carefully with 
Jean cheese cloth or flannel, han-- 
ling them as little as possible. 
ight dust can be cleaned from 
helves with the nozzle suction at- 
achment of a vacuum cleaner. 
Sut if they are coated with a greasy 
lust film, they should be washed 
vith a rag wrung out of soapy water, 
hen rinsed with a rag wrung out of 
lear water, and finally dried thor- 
ughly with a clean, dry cloth. Be 
ure shelyes are bone dry before 
eplacing books. 


HEN possible, store books in 
Bcc, fairly dry air, for damp- 
ess invites mildew, green mold, 
nd even mice-gnawing. An electric 
ump, portable heater, or electric 
an in damp corners will help dry 
ut the air. Ideal storage condi- 
ons aren’t always possible, but 
ou can effectively circumvent the 
roblem by mildew-proofing the 
indings. Book mildew is much 
tore common than is usually sup- 
osed; its presence is manifested 
y a general musty odor in the 
d0ks (this almost always indicates 
ie presence of mildew), by dis- 
jlored or faded spots on bindings, 


by weakening of bindings and 
pages—sometimes called “dry rot.” 
Mildew is exceedingly difficult to 
remove once it gets started. The 
only answer is to stop it before it 
starts, or to use immediate treat- 
ment against it when you note its 
first appearance. A commercial 
product known as “Mil-Du-Rid” 
will effectively prevent and combat 
book mildew. It’s 
manner of bindings—cloth, velvet, 
leather. Follow the manufacturer’s 


usable on ail 


instructions carefully. But it can’t 
be used on the pages themselves. 

If mildew has already attacked 
the leaves, you might get rid of it 
by the following treatment: Brush 
each spot off, page by page, with 
an absolutely clean, dry cloth or 
cleaning tissue. As soon as it shows 
sign of soil, use a clean piece. Open 
the book up so air can get to the 
pages and dry the book out as 
quickly as possible in mild heat or 
outdoor sunshine. If spots are bad, 
try sprinkling French chalk on the 
page. Close the book and allow the 
chalk to remain in it for several 
days. When the chalk is brushed 
out, you may find that it has de- 
stroyed the mildew. 

Alcohol is sometimes helpful in 
removing mildew stains. Sunlight,

o your evergreens look like sym- 

bols of a lost cause? Is your in- 
stinctive response for them and for 
yourself as their owner one of pity? 
If so, you are not alone. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it takes most ever- 
greens, treated as they usually are, 
but a few years after planting to 
start looking shabby. 

Perhaps your first thought is to 
wonder if you can't spray them 
with something. The search for a 
“cure-all” spray which will rejuve-

Naturally, the tree roots grow back 
some each year, but I cut them 
freshly whenever I get around to it. 
Having protected the soil around 
the tree from some of its under- 


ground thieves, I now apply a bit 


of fertilizer in early spring. In the 


light of present-day knowledge al- 
most any fertilizer can be used ef- 
fectively if you know. how to use it 
and want to take the trouble. J 
don’t, and if I may be so bold as to 
suggest it, I don’t believe you do 
either. At least, we at the college 
receive a tremendous number of 


trouble cases of which a large per- 





centage are caused by over-ferti- 


lization in the intensively culti- 


vated areas such as the home 
grounds or the greenhouse. 

if you feed your evergreens with 
an ordinary commercial fertilizer 
which is pretty largely chemical, 
and probably has an analysis of 5- 
10-5 or 4-12-4, then make a prac- 
tice of never applying more than 
one quart jarful (or two peunds) 
to the 100 square feet at any one 
time. It is best applied mixed with 
equal parts of sand or soil to allow 
a more even distribution. 

My personal preference is for 
the use of one of the good shredded 
manures. Most of them will guar-

Thus the chassis of the house— 
the floors, the ceilings, the interior 
walls and the inside surface of the 
outside walls—was broken into sec- 
tions or panels and produced in 
factory sub-assemblies. 

The exterior surface of the out- 
side wall, the roof, the entire ga- 
rage, the porch, and all exterior 
adornment were assigned to the 
field force.

From then on, correct pruning each 
year will leave nothing on the shrub 
but vigorous, clean, lively growth. 
Dead wood may be removed from 
deciduous shrubs during the dor- 
mant period, But unless the pruner 
is experienced, it is simpler to do 
all pruning of shrubs in this cate- 
gory immediately after flowering. 
This obviates waste effort on the 
part of the shrub, and insures the 
maximum amount of good quality 
bloom.

hour or so. There are dozens of 
floor waxes on the market of these 
various kinds. Among the familiar 
names are Johnson’s Glo-Coat, Su- 
per Shine-All, Woodee, Samae 
floor wax, Lin-X, du Pont’s floor 
wax, Tavern, Old English, and 
O-Cedar waxes, Lin-X Clear Gloss, 
and one put out by the Simoniz 
people. Bruce, who makes flooring, 
also makes a cleaner for flooring 
and linoleum. 


Linoleum and Rubber Tile 
Fieors are no problem now with 
the same quick-drying waxes used 
on wood floors. If you use a clean- 
as-you-wax product, so much the 
better, for water and linoleum do 
not get on too well together, unless 
the water is used very sparingly. 
Otherwise, it can penetrate to the 
backing, rot it, and cause changes 
in surface color. No-rub or self- 
polishing waxes are best for lino- 
leum in kitchens and other places 
where there may be heavy traffic 
and where heavy dirt may accumu- 
late. A wax coating, as in the case 
of wood floors, protects as well as 
enhances. If slippery floors are one 
of your pet avyersions, look for a 
wax with non-skid properties. One 
is Lin-X which is both self-polish- 
ing and anti-slip. 


Cleaning Rugs and Carpets: 
Your vacuum cleaner, of course, is 
your most useful and efficient tool. 
If it is used frequently, it will dis- 
pose of the dirt before it has a 
chance to penetrate the pile. If 
spots materialize, or extra soil ap- 
pears where there is heavy traffic. 
you can use one of the so-called 
shampoos. Liquid shampoos are 
best left to the ministrations of the 
professional rug cleaner. But you 
can use the powdered ones at home 
yourself, if soil is light. These con- 
tain absorbents and solvents which 
will take care of dirt not heavily 
accumulated and ground in. Among 
these are Powderene and Puritan. 

Your vacuum cleaner also is your 
best tool for cleaning Venetian 
blinds. If they get smudgy and fin- 
ger-marked., just wipe them off with 
an all-purpose cleaner, those de- 
signed to clean painted surfaces, 
or those combining cleaning agents 
with wax, which permit cleaning 
and waxing in one process. One 
specialized product for the purpose 
is known as the VB Kit.

DDT actually started a_ tidal 
wave in the insect control field. 
It aroused hopes that at last we 
' had the ideal insecticide—one that 
would destroy all insects and yet 
‘not be harmful to plants and ani- 
mals. However, its amazing effec- 
tiveness against some insects was 
fully equaled by its total harmless- 
ness to others. This disappointing 
behavior only emphasized what 
scientists have pointed out again 
and again—the ideal insecticide is 
still far from being a reality, and 
there may never be one. 

Probably the greatest benefit 
derived from the avalanche of 
publicity that DDT received is that 
the public has become more insect- 
/and insect-control-conscious than 
/ever before in history. Gardeners 
are no longer content with the 
“live and let live” principle where 
it concerns their insect pests.

HAT appears to be the first 

step in the successfu! control of 
insects by internal plant therapy 
was discovered at Cornell Univer- 
sity about two years ago. It was 
found that soft stemmed plants can 
take up through their roots minute 
amounts of the poison sodium sel- 
enate without harm to themselves, 
but with amazing control of red 
spider mites, thrips, aphids, cer- 
tain midges, and leaf nematodes 
for about three months after ap- 
plication. 

The sodium selenate is applied 
to the soil at the rate of 44 gram 
per square foot, either as a solu- 
tion in water or as pellets mixed 
with superphosphate (sold under 
the trade name P-40). This method 
is useful only on herbaceous orna- 
mental plants indoors or outdoors, 
as sodium selenate is very poison- 
ous to higher animals. However, 
the time may not be far off when 
non-poisonous chemicals are found

Test your soil and add nutrients 


before sowing seed of early crops 


he work of a successful garden 

begins well before the digging. 
The gardener should test his soil 
in advance and give it the needed 
additions to make it the reservoir 
of nutrients and moisture required 
for satisfactory plant growth. 

The test is easily made with 
one of the inexpensive kits now 
available for the purpose. Full di- 
rections go with these and you will 
find the making of the test more 
of an entertainment than a chore. 
Or you may send a soil sample 
to your State Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station and request a report 
for which no charge—or only a 
nominal one—will be made. 

To get the sample, take vertical 
soil slices, the full depth of a spade 
blade, toward each corner and one 
about the center of the plot. Mix 
these well together. In shipping a 
sample to the Experiment Station, 
parcel up about a half pint, mak- 
ing sure your name and address 
are on the outside. in addition to 
the address of the Station. At the 
same time write a letter request- 
ing the report and mentioning any- 
thing which will have a bearing 
on the matter, such as unusual 
plants you propose to grow or dif- 
ficulties you have experienced with 
the soil.

Another quick-growing plant to 
try for early salads is upland cress, 
Barbareaverna, which has much the 
same pleasant pungency as water- 
cress and is equally useful either 
in the salad bowl or as a garnish 
for grilled meats. This is not at 
all the same plant as garden cress 
or pepper grass, Lepidium sativum, 
which is also a useful early salad 
plant. 

You will find that each one re- 
news its leaves if you pick them 
one or two at a time instead of 
topping the whole plant. This holds 
true for many kinds of salad plants 


and greens. 


Gardeners who have successfully 
grown the garden pea need hardly 
be encouraged to sow seed of this 
vegetable that needs an early start 
and yields an early crop. These 
gardeners know that peas are at 
their prime only when freshly 
picked, before their natural sugar 
has begun to change into starch. 
Complaints are sometimes heard 
that peas are difficult to raise satis- 
factorily, but almost inevitably it 
will be found that the few simple 
rules for their culture have been 
broken in one particular or an- 
other. 

First, peas require a well-made, 
mellow seed bed and it is a waste 
of effort trying to grow good peas 
inefficient they 
should have sufficient moisture but 


on soil. Second, 
must not stand in water. Third, 
if peas have not previously been 
grown on a plot, the seed should 
be inoculated; that is, it should 
be shaken up with a little of the 
inexpensive legume powder, sold 
in seed stores, which contains the 
proper bacteria for the best growth 
of this legume. Fourth, the seed 
should be treated with a protectant, 
Spergon, Semesan, or 
Fifth, it

And how do you go about work- 
ing out a color scheme? First, ob- 
serve the range of pink and red 
azaleas while they are in bloom. 
Study them at your local nurseries 
and public gardens, and in friends’ 
gardens, too. Then decide whether 
your garden scheme should con- 
tain the blue pinks (which include 
the rosy lavenders, violets, and 
crimsons), or the yellow pinks 
(the corals, salmons, and_brick- 
reds). Unless you are a color ex- 
pert, don’t ever try to mix them. 
The only other safe alternative is 
a pastel scheme, with possibly one 
or two bright accent notes. 

With a yellow-pink scheme, you 
can combine all shades and values 
of yellow, orange, salmon, and 
white, and you can use with them 
other plants with clear blue and 
blue-purple flowers. For example, 
picture the warm salmons and 
oranges of the Kurume hybrids on 
page 135 in a more formal! setting 
with a foreground of mauve-blue 
and white tulips and pansies. 

A yellow-pink scheme like this 
will blend with a red-brick house, 
against which magenta flowers 
clash. You can also use it against 
warm cream and yellow wood or 
masonry and, of course, with 
white. 

Most people acknowledge a dis- 
like of magenta. Yet when they 
see Azalea mucronulata—a tint of 
magenta—in flower near a pale 
yellow variety of forsythia, or the 
vibrant crimson Hinodegiri alone 
against gray-green pines, they for- 
get that these azaleas are what 
they term an unpleasant color. All 
colors are pleasing if we know 
how to use them. 

You can achieve some strikingly 
beautiful color schemes with blue- 
pink (which includes 
azaleas in combination with shades 


magenta) 


and tints of blues and violets, clear 
pale yellows and whites. In other 
words, no yellow-pink, orange, or 
brick-red at all, and no more than 
a touch of golden yellow. 

A blue-pink scheme is good with 
background of gray, natural, pale 
yellow, or white, in wood or mason- 
ry, or with deep blue-green or gray- 
green foliage. 

Unce you have chosen between 
the two basic color schemes, de- 
cide to keep it throughout your 
garden scheme and garden year. 
Yow ll find this avoids disharmony 
and simplifies your planning for 
future years. 


Except in desert or very alka-

But 
do best in acid soil sections a 
both coasts, from northern ( 
fornia to British Columbia, 
from Florida to Maine. 

For best results with aza 
choose a site partially shaded f 
the afternoon sun, but reason 
free of tree roots. Prepare the 
bed deeply before planting, ad 
a large quantity of acid leaf x 
or peat moss. Azaleas look 
and usually do well as foregre 
to other evergreens that give t 
protection from wind. After p 
ing, provide beds with a perma 
acid leaf mulch, adding to it € 
fall, and see that plants aré wat 
well during extended droughts 
feeding, be sure to give an 
plant food.

You can add the com- 
mercial fertilizer here, too, or you 
can add it directly to the lawn, 
raking it in when you level the top- 
dressing. The one thing to avoid is 
applying the commercial fertilizer 
with the seed which might then be 
injured. Spread the top-dressing 
mixture over bare areas, and also 
over the entire lawn, (if you have 
the energy to prepare enough) at

5. Apply seed. Pick a windless 
day if you can, unless you are ap- 
plying seed with a distributor.

sandy soils; 
green Bermuda; and coarse, 
tenacious carpet grass. 

Manila grass (Zoysia matrella), 
also known commercially as Flawn, 
has been used since the Twenties 
in the Miami area, where it seems 
to thrive on the calcareous soils. 
Set out small sods at inter- 
vals; it covers less rapidly than 
Bermuda or centipede grass, but 
gives a turf of unusually fine tex- 
ture. 

If a complete plant food has 
been applied already this spring, 
and your lawn is still run-down, 
spread on that quick-acting green- 
er-upper sulphate of ammonia at 
the rate of five pounds per 1,000 
square feet. 

Bald spots that have resulted 
from too much traffic or from tree 
competition should be renovated 
by digging out the soil, then turn- 
ing in a fertile compost. Large 
areas can be rejuvenated by turn- 
ing in a blanket of peat that is for- 
tified with the balanced plant food 
mentioned above.

Zone 5—The Rocky Moun- 
tains and Great Plain 


Repairing damaged places 
lawns may be done in Zone 5 any- 
time in the spring after the frost 
is out, up to the first of July. When 
seeded early, the seed comes slowly 
but does not require quite the 
daily care. If seeded when the 
weather is warmer it will come 
quickly but requires attention sev- 


in 


eral times a day. You can not de- 
pend on any natural rainfall here 
so plan to keep the surface of the 
ground moist from the time the 
seed is planted until it is well up. 

Straight Kentucky Blue 
lawns are still the most popular

here. About ten per cent White 
Dutch clover can be added if de- 
sired. Lawns of Astoria bent grass 
are being planted more often re- 
cently. This makes a fine smooth 
lawn, but is not so attractive in 
early spring and late fall. Many 
lawns are now seeded with about 
80 per cent Blue grass and 20 per

Zone 6—The Northwest 
West of the Cascade Mountains

In most gardens the best results 
are obtained by sowing a mixture 
of Kentucky Blue grass, the fes- 
cues, and creeping bents.

Zone 7—California and the 
Southwest 


Lawns in California are remade 
every seven or eight years, but in 
the interim they will need some 
renovating. You can do this by 
chopping up the runners of Ber- 
muda grass, using a rake designed 
for the purpose or a power rake 
such as nurseries and garden main- 
tenance men rent to customers. 

It is now possible to treat a 
heavily matted lawn with one of 
the hormone weed killers. This 
does not really kill the roots of the 
Devilgrass, but only browns the 
tops which you can then remove. 
Follow by scarifying the soil with 
the rake, and covering the surface 
with dried steer manure and a thin 
layer of soil, over which the seed 
is sown. This is again covered with 
another quarter inch of manure. 

Of course, many people prefer a 
Blue grass lawn, but the Bermuda 
or Devilgrass is very satisfactory 
when fed and watered. In renovat- 
ing, it may be wise to sow a mix- 
ture of temporary grasses such as 
Italian rye, and for shaded areas,

Building a house, no matter who you are or when 
you build, is a complicated undertaking. For be- 
ginners it is often a disastrous experience, because 
they go into the venture with no more thought 
and preparation than if they were buying gro- 
ceries. Young married people are the most vul- 
nerable, because they have so little idea of what 
a good house ought to be. As householders, their 
experience is limited to apartments or old, rented 
houses. Since the majority of home buyers, par- 
ticularly of small houses, are in this age group, 
they retard progress. Because they don’t know 
what they ought to ask for, they ask for too little 
—in plans, materials, site planning. Consequently, 
no consumer pressure for progress is put on 
contractors and speculative builders to improve 


houses. As aresult, most new houses are not notice- 
ably better than old ones. This has always been 
so—even before the housing shortage— but more 
than ever it is so now. The case of this young 
couple points up many of the troubles of home 
building. Their story is not new, unfortunately— 
only exaggerated by the times. The blame belongs 
to everybody: to them for their naive ignorance, 
to their contractor for his subterfuges and dis- 
honesty, to the bank and the Veterans Admin- 
istration for okaying such an archaic building 
venture, to the well-meaning but bungling OPA, 
and the government policy that produced black 
marketing. Because you shouldn't have to 
build one bad house before you can build a 
good house, as legend maintains is necessary, 
we hope you will read this story carefully.

he picture on the opposite page is completely deceiv- 
ing. It shows a young couple and child apparently 
happy, content, and at peace with the world. 

Nothing could be further from the truth. We know, 
because we’re that young couple. At the time the photo- 
graph was made we were hurt, heartbroken, and_ vio- 
lenily disgusted with the building industry of America. 
We were disgusted with ourselves for having played 
“fall guys” in a bad business deal. We had been 


“taken” by “a series of people and institutions. What

Luckily, we are wiser now. We have learned that 
home-building should never be undertaken without a 
competent lawyer at one elbow and the best professional 
designing advice you can buy at the other. We have also 
learned that you shouldn’t try to build a house until you 
know what a good house ought to be. Unless customers, 
like you and us, know more and ask for more, the building 


industry will continue foisting obsolete cracker boxes

e knew that 1946 was the worst possible time to 

build a home. Materials were scarce, inflation was 
rampant, the real estate market had run amok, particularly 
in Los Angeles, where, within two years, the selling price of 
the average residential lot had zoomed from $800 to $3,400. 
(nd yet what else was there for us to do? We had been 
married three years. Our baby was on the way. In the Army 
we had always lived in furnished rooms, always on a tem- 
porary basis. Only in one place had we been able to cook 
eur own meals. We had never unpacked our wedding pres- 
ents, had never used our own china, glass, or silver. Our life, 


like our possessions, was being held in storage. Now, with 


our baby on the way, we were without even a place to cook 
to make formulas, to keep a bathinette. We were sick o 
eating every meal out, disgusted with paying bonuses foi 
nothing, and with black market rents.

While shopping for old houses, we saw in Culver City, 
a small municipality in the southwest corner of the county, 
the house shown on top of the opposite page. We asked the 
owner, Mrs. Wales, about it and she told us it was built in 
1939 at a cost of $3,800, including lot and landscaping. 

It was then we decided to build a house. Little did we 
realize what that decision entailed in grief, misunderstand- 


ing, heartache, and trouble. We assumed that building a 





house was similar to ordering a custom-made suit of clothes. 
We didn’t know that the laws of caveat emptor apply with 


a vengeance to the home-building act, and you need a special 


education before you know what they’re talking about. 
“If we could get something like the Wales house built 
_ quickly in time for the baby,” we thought, “for about $5,000, 
it might not be such a bad deal. As a veteran family, we 
would not have to put down any money, and the monthly 
charges might only be something like $26. True, we would 


be getting just. a cracker box, but it would be a home.” 


. W: asked Mrs. Wales for the name of her contractor. She 

gave it to us. Anxiously we drove to the office of a man 
whom we shall call fictitiously Peter Crane. We explained to 
him that we were expecting a baby and asked if he could 
build for us within six months the kind of small, two-bed- 


room house Mrs. Wales had. “Of course,” he said expan-

sively, “I can build it in much less time than that. I can 
build you that same beautiful home inside of 120 days.” 
(That was May 1946.) Our hearts smiled. “Only,” he added, 
“it will cost you $10,000, $1,500 for the lot and $8,500 for 
the house. Things come pretty high these days, you know.” 

Before we could collect our thoughts, Mr. Crane reached 
under his counter and came up with a set of stock plans. 
(See pages 106-7) “These are the plans for the house,” he 
continued. “They’re all drawn up and they’re foolproof. 
Just think of the money you’re saving. If you went to an 
architect and he drew up these same plans, he’d charge you 
a thousand bucks. This way they only cost you $75. Take 
them to the bank and if the fellows down there okay your 


application for a G I loan, we'll really go to town.” 


pee panicky, inexcusably stupid, we followed his 
suggestion. Two sets of plans in hand, we trotted down to 
the bank, paid $25 for an appraisal, signed all sorts of 
papers. The bank okayed our application for a $9,700 loan, 
the maximum at which the Veterans Administration appraiser 
valued the house, and Mr. Crane contracted to accept $1,500 
for his lot and $8,200 to build our house within 120 days. 

“Are you positive,” we asked Mr. Crane, “that you can 
finish in four months? Have you all the materials? If you 
haven’t, tell us and we'll cancel the whole deal.” (Text con-

elow is the original plan, for 1,100 sq. ft., sold to 

us by our contractor. It is known as a “stock plan,” 
which means that it has been used over and over again by 
suckers like us, without any regard to lot, terrain, scenery, 
direction of the sun or prevailing winds, individual taste, 
or any of the other varied factors which make homes 
individual and personal and better than an apartment. 

Despite the fact that we were so green at this house 
business that we didn’t know a good plan from a bad 
one, we at least had the sense to know we didn’t know. 
And we were lucky enough to have an architect friend 
who saw that we were heading for trouble. He started 
to “butt in,” as he put it, to save us from ourselves. 

Are we thankful that he did! For one look at those 
stock plans and their empty, loose specification’ and 
he got really serious. 

“This old dog of a plan,” he said, “is notorious around 
Los Angeles. Contractors have been using it for 20 years. 
There are probably several hundred thousand houses 
built from it. Yet it’s 20 years out of date, and observes 
none of the newer principles of home designing that we 
have come to accept as necessary for today’s living. It 
wastes space on unnecessary halls, hasn’t enough closets, 
and a dozen other things are wrong. Both the bank and 
Veterans Administration ought to be ashamed to okay 
such a plan.” And he shook his head. “Sometimes I think 
the banks try to hold up housing progress so their out- 
standing loans on old houses will not deteriorate in value 
by contrast with really improved new houses.” 

We understood better what he meant, after he showed 
us what was the matter with our plan. At that point our 
concrete foundation had been poured, so he couldn’t do 
anything to alter either the placing on the lot (which 
he wou'd have liked to do) or the exterior walls. His 


improvements had to be limited to interior partitions. 


()" friend pointed out the plan’s major flaws. There 
were not nearly enough closets, just one in each bed- 
room, and no other storage space at all. The four-foot 
wide old-fashioned hall which ran through the center of 
the house was a complete waste of space, because “who 
lives in a hall?” The dinette was too small, hardly fit 


to be called a-room, and a further waste of space, because 


“how much time do you spend eating?” The windows 
on either side of the fireplace in the living room served 


no purpose whatever, since they were too small to let in 


much light or air. One of the bedrooms had only one

better inside than out. Revisions saved much construction work, 
‘0 saved us much money. Improvements were easy and obvious. 
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house without knowing more about what you're doing.” 

We gave our word, and our friend went to work. 

The improved plan below is what he turned out. 

Whatever comfort we have in our house today we owe 
to this modified plan. It’s still 1,100 sq. ft., but it corrects, 
in so far as could be corrected without altering the 
outside shape or square footage, most of the major errors 
of the original plan. 

The hall has been eliminated and absorbed into the 
living space of the house. Instead of having a small 
dinette and a small living room, the wall between the 
living room and the bedroom has been taken out, thus 
making one large combination living and dining room— 
a honey of a handsome, big room. 

The kitchen has been moved to the front of the house, 
and the rear has been divided into two bedrooms sep- 
arated by the bathroom. One bedroom has two large 
closets and the other has ‘one. There is another closet for 
storage in the small foyer and also a linen closet. These 
closets act as soundproofing between sleeping and living 
quarters. There is a coat closet in the living room, and 
the kitchen utilizes every spare inch for storage space. 
Every room in the house now has two exposures. 

Nothing was done to the garage because nothing could 
be. The lot wasn’t wide enough to bring it up close to 
the house and attach it in the modern manner. 


ll these changes simplified the house plan and, conse- 

quently, its construction. This added up to savings in 
building materials and labor. The revised plan straight- 
ened out partitions which jogged in and out or turned 
cater-corners, and eliminated 315 square feet of interior 
wall construction. This meant less lumber, less plaster, 
less wood trim, fewer doors, less paint, paper, etc. It 
meant less time and labor for construction and finishing, 
for laying and fitting the flooring, wiring, painting, ete. 
It reduced the kitchen flooring needed from 102 square 
feet to 90 square feet, bathroom tile flooring from 48 
square feet to 28 square feet. It eliminated three small 
windows, their frames and labor of installation. It elim- 
inated two sliding doors and the tricky wall construction 
necessary for them. 

When we brought this modified plan to our contractor 
and told him that this was how we wanted things built, 
he replied with a line which was as stock as his plans, 
“It can’t be done.” This turned into an old_ refrain. 


No matter what we suggested, (Continued on page 157) 
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The silver lining to our dark cloud was our experience in 
furnishing and decorating our G I loan-covered cracker 
box. If the building industry had as sound a plan of 
mutual co-ordination as that from which we benefited 
in the furnishing industry, how different our house would 
be! We hope our happy experience in putting our fur- 


nishings together will kelp others to the same success.

e hope you won't be confused, but now our 

story does a complete flip-flop: changes from 

villainy to sweetness and light.

like Skippy and me couldn’t make very many mistakes. 


But here I am, getting ahead of my story. 


I should say, first, that we were lucky in having a , 


decent sum of money for buying our furnishings. We 
had the savings of three years of married life. Even 
though we were tempted, during those drab years in 
furnished rooms, to fling our money away on short- 
lived, compensatory gestures like night clubs and clothes, 
we restrained ourselves. We even did things to earn 
extra money to swell our furnishings budget. Now the 
time had come and we were determined to do a good 
job, to buy nice things of permanent value, and to have 
a beautiful home that would heal the scars of the years 
when we couldn’t even be decently hospitable to our 
friends. In a small way we had something in common 
with oil heiresses and sweepstakes winners—money. 
Enough to furnish tastefully and with quality a five- 
room house! We had already decided to spend more 
on our furnishings, proportionately, than the price of 
our house indicated, because of the severe inflation in 
building costs. 

But money isn’t a guarantee of success, as we soon 
found out. 

The minute we had a floor plan, I started to shop. I 
had been warned of, and expected, difficulty in finding 
well-built, life-time furniture in these postwar times of 
shortages. But what I experienced was something of quite 
different character. I discovered that the real trouble 
in decorating a house was to find things that could be 
assembled well. There were ‘plenty of things to buy, but 
they didn’t match or mate. Soon I learned that it was 
easier for Jason to spot the Golden Fleece than for me to 
track down upholstered pieces that tied in with wall- 
paper; draperies that would blend with carpets; or 
lamps that “went with” any part of the ensemble. Even 
the apparently simple task of choosing a patterned fabric 
and a plain fabric that would live together happily was 
beyond my ability and my experience. 

I see now that it has always been so—with people

ur first visit to our lot after the house excavation 

was dug was a bad jolt. The lot appeared to have 
shrunk to a quarter of its size. There seemed hardly 
enough ground left for more than a couple of rows of 
marigolds, to say nothing of the fruit, vegetables, flowers, 
and shaded patio we had hoped for. 

But we were smarter by then, and went to Landscape 
Architect E. Huntsman-Trout. He stoically accepted the 
loss of space to the unnecessarily long driveway, drew 
up a plan which makes the most of what ground is left. 
(Had our excavation been dug a few feet farther to the 
east, the garage could have been attached to the house, 
giving us more free ground.) We learned (the hard way 
again) that site planning is as important as room plan- 
ning, and must come first for a good house. 

His plan makes the front of the lot, between house and 
street, our outdoor living space. This is for a practical 
reason. Facing south, it is ideal for a patio in our 
part of the country, where we need a sunpocket to gather

Perhaps you have a small back yard—per- 
haps a tiny corner of a large estate—and 
you want to create the spirit of a garden, 
not merely the kaleidoscopic, hit-or-miss 
effect of a florist’s window. First of all, work 
out some sort of pattern. It may be a simple 
geometric design such as the one on the oppo- 
site page, or it may be a more elaborate 
scheme with more subtle forms. But whatever 
its size or its character, the colors you select 
will be emphasized a hundred per cent if you 
arrange them and not merely scatter them 
around at random. 

Please notice, too, that we said “the colors 
you select” and not “the flowers you select.” 
Let your design be determined first, and then 
pick out the plants to suit your needs. Decide 
where you want the tall plants, where the low 
ones; where you want the darks and where the 
lighter tones; where you want the large scale, 
bold types and where the delicate; where the 
background filler plants and where the accents. 
Then pick out the shrubs and flowers which 
will give you the effects you are striving for. 
Your plants are your tools, the colors with which 
you paint your picture; and as such, they must 
be secondary to the over-all design. 

If, for example, tulips do not grow well 
in your region, pick out another plant of simi- 
lar character to give you a comparable effect— 
something of strong color and good bold foli- 
age to contrast with the more delicate border 
plants. You may find that because of climate, 
orientation, or varying soil conditions, none 
of the plants pictured can be grown in your 
vicinity. Even so, the (Continued on page 218)

very gardener, at some time in his life, wants 
more space, whether his garden is located on 

a 50-foot town lot or takes up five acres of a 
90-acre farm. He may have all the room he needs for 
perennials and bulbs, but there’s never enough, it 
seems, for the many trees and shrubs that give year- 
round beauty in such abundance for so few demands. 
If you are a gardener who lacks space—or who 
has narrow difficult spaces to fill—your solution is 
to grow shrubs and small trees as espaliers, trained 


against your fences, walls, and house facades. Doubt- 
less you have seen forsythia and firethorn so used. 
But did you realize that, culturally, it is possible for 
you to espalier any flowering shrub or small tree, 
and many evergreens? 

This means that northern gardeners can have an 
evergreen “vine” in Japanese yew on a fence too 
exposed for English ivy (the only true evergreen 
vine for most northern gardens).

he thing you can’t know, before you own a freezer, 
is how it is going to change your life. 

Even if you have once used a locker plant, you know only 
a small part of the meaning of what freezing can do to 
revolutionize your life. For the ownership of a home freezer 
is pretty certain to change, very basically, your eating, your 
marketing habits, and the amount of time and work spent in 
meal preparation. The full meaning of what it can do for 
you is likely to dawn on you slowly, for it takes time and 
personal experimentation to find out the true value of a com- 
plete freezing program to your family and your way of life. 

The danger of this necessarily slow realization is that you 
will buy too small a freezer for your eventual needs. And 
at the moment the freezer industry has no trade-in plan 
enabling you to turn in a used, too-small freezer for a new, 
bigger one. 

Another danger for the novice is the idea that freezing, 
like canning, is merely a way to preserve summer foods for 
winter eating. It is all of that, of course. But it is so much 
more that its full ramifications are really hard to grasp, 











except through your own personal experience with freezing. 

For instance, with a big enough freezer in your own house, 
you will learn to cook too much and freeze the surplus for 
future meals that will be work-free. For it is not four times 
the work to cook four times too much. Yet, if you do just 
this, you can enjoy a “free ride” for three meals. 

Yet it takes time to adjust your mind to this idea. For 
generations, women have been trying to avoid this very thing, 
associating the disagreeable word “left-over” with the con- 
cept of cooking too much. But when you fully realize the 
use of a home freezer, you will find the word “left-over” 
disappearing from your vocabulary. And you will deliber- 
ately cook too much to save yourself work later on. 

Not too much has been said about this aspect of home| 
freezing, partly because manufacturers of freezers have hardly 
caught on to this aspect of its usefulness themselves, anil 
partly because it is a new art. But it ranks high in the minds 
of experienced freezer owners, who think the freezing of 
home-cooked foods (for labor-saving reasons) is as impor- 
tant as the storing of fresh foods in their uncooked state.

If you decide to freeze only fruits 
and vegetables, about 3 or 4 cu. ft.

But if you are set for an 
all-inclusive freezer program, you 
won't go wrong allowing as much 
as 8 cu. ft, space per person. 


Locate the freezer before you buy 
it, for you may have to reconcile 
the style and size needed to the 
floor space available. If you prefer 
a chest freezer, for instance, and 
wish your frozen food supply handy 
to the kitchen, but sufficient floor 
space is not available, you may 
have to buy an upright freezer in- 
stead. If you need a large freezer 
and you have no single floor area 
big enough to accommodate _ it.

ur readers who have long memories may recall 

that last month I tried to persuade them that the 
pleasure of music is to be had for the listening, and 
that no technical knowledge nor introductory study is

That is true of all music, for, unlike Gaul, music is 
not divided into three parts: that is, things you can 
whistle, things that everybody can listen to, and things 
for high-browed initiates only. No, all music is com- 
posed to be the property of anybody who is interested. 
Every composition is everybody’s child. 

If we set up any distinctions and divisions, it’s not 
music but music lovers that can be divided into three: 
those whe really know about music, those who think they 
do and don’t, and those who don’t know, know they 
don’t know, and yet love music. Give me number three 
any day in the week! 

Now, perhaps you feel that I’ve made it all sound too 
easy, that, like the man in the village whom you ask for 
directions, I’ve just pointed out the main roads and for- 
sotten about the little streets where you can get lost. 
But though there might be small detours around, the 
main road, believe me, is clear. The only way to learn 
to enjoy music is to listen to it with an open mind and 
ear, and not to seek “explanations” and “meanings.” 

I have seen it work out with many people of my 
acquaintance, who have become ardent music lovers sim- 
ply by getting interested in music and by going to 
enough concerts and hearing enough records, and that

10. Sign no certificate of comple- 
tion until your architect or another 
experienced builder has inspected 
and checked every portion of your 
house. 

There are a million other do’s 
and don’ts which any prospective 
house builder would do well to 
follow. The ten commandments 
above, however, if obeyed, will pre- 
vent tragedy from engulfing you.

HOW TO 
FEED A TREE 


BY GARDNER EWING 


ardeners are often so concerned 
(ain enriching the soil in their 
flower and vegetable gardens that 
they entirely neglect their trees. 
Or they may mistakenly think that 
trees get sufficient nourishment 
from fertilizer broadcast over the 
lawn every spring or fall. As a 
result, trees on the average home 
grounds are usually badly under- 
nourished and never attain their 
full beauty. 

The leaf crop of a full-grown 
tree contains about 40 pounds of 
nitrogenous matier and about 10 
pounds of mineral elements drawn 
from the soil. 

In the forest, decaying leaves 
and grass replenish the soil with 
these nutrients. However, the aver- 
age lawn is closely clipped and the 
grass trimmings are often removed. 
Leaves are not permitted to pile 
up and decay. Hence, little or no 
humus returns to the soil to re- 
invigorate the tree. As a result, 
the soil becomes so depleted that 
a tree often suffers from malnutri- 
tion or starvation. 

Annual lawn fertilization does 
little good because it provides in- 
sufficient nourishment and draws 
tree roots to the soil surface, sub- 
jecting them to drought.

by bark or cambium borers. 

Invigoration consists of injecting 
a dilution of soluble plant food 
into the soil about the roots. A 
nozzle is shoved into the ground 
and the solution is sprayed under 
high pressure so that it quickly 
reaches the tiny hair roots. This 
assures the availability of nitro- 
gen, phosphoric acid, and potash, 
as well as several of the minor 
element nutrients, such as copper, 
iron, and boron. 

Because of the special equipment 
required, liquid plant food is usu- 
ally administered by trained tree 
men. Dry fertilizer can be given by 
the home gardener, but he should 
plan to use a plant food that is 
made up especially for trees. 

Spring is the ideal time to feed 
trees because they are in most ac- 
tive growth and quickly utilize the 
twig and_ leaf 
growth. You can feed trees through 
June, but withhold fertilizer the 
latter part of the summer to dis-

Sparkling wines are not fortified, 
but their processing is more com- 
plicated than that of the other 
unfortified wines. In all wine mak- 
ing, fermentation does not merely 
split the whole or part of the grape 
sugars present into alcohol. It also 
liberates a certain quantity of car- 
bon dioxide or carbonic acid gas, 
which escapes into the air and is 
lost forever if fermentation takes 
place in a vat or loosely bunged 





cask. But if the fermentation takes | 


place in a tightly corked bottle o1 
in a securely covered vat, the car- 
bonic acid gas cannot escape and it 
in the wine.

‘7 DOUBT 


By ALBERT A. OSTROW 


f yours is the average household, 
| there is at least one deck of 
cards for whiling away spare mo- 
ments. But perhaps you haven't 
put them to use lately because the 
standard games have gone stale. 

In that case a séssion of “I Doubt 
It” is indicated. Here’s a game 
which calls for none of the dead 
earnestness and technical skill of 
bridge, and requires no stakes 
without which poker, for example, 
is no fun. Furthermore, it may be 
played by as many as eight players, 
can be very easily learned, and is 
good for at least a laugh a minute. 

It’s the only card game in which 
cheating is not only lawful but an 
important feature of play. 

“T Doubt It” may be played in 
either of two versions. In the first 
and simpler form the standard 52- 
card pack is used, and there may 
be three to eight participants. 

Any one may start dealing, dis- 
tributing the cards around the 
table until the full pack has been 
dealt equally. Remaining cards are 
put face down in the center of the 
table for a “rubbish heap.” 

The game begins with the player 
at the dealer’s left taking three 
cards from his hand and placing 
them in front of him, face down. 
He announces that they are all of 
some particular denomination, say 
—three queens. 

But he need not necessarily be 
telling the truth. He may have put 
down two tens and a five. 

Now, starting with the next play- 
er to his left everyone in turn may 
accept the statement or doubt it. 
If no one challenges and all pass, 
the three cards are pushed, still 
face down, into the “rubbish heap” 
without the player announcing 
what they actually were. 

But if any player says, “I doubt 





























it,” the three cards must be t 
up for verification. If they a 
represented, then the challe 
player is penalized by being f 
to take them into his hand 
with all cards in the “ru 
heap.” However, should they 
out to be not as represented, 
the player who lied must take 
back into his own hand and 
up all cards in the “heap.” 
Each player in turn gets 
down three cards and ral 
gauntlet.

mune to one application of 2,4-D. 
Try doubling the strength and giv- 
ing two or three applications. Bet- 
ter yet, try one of the 2,4-D esters; 
they are more effective on difficult- 
to-kill plants in difficult places.—

Strawberry beds can be “weed- 
ed” with 2,4-D because these plants 
show no ill effects from the hor- 
mone. You can spray a new bed as 
soon as weeds appear. However, a 
bearing bed should be sprayed after 
the crop is picked because, if the 
plants are sprayed when in bloom, 
fruits are apt to be misshapen and 
smaller.—R. F. Carlson, Michigan 


Needle-type evergreens—except 
for tender, new growth—appear to 
be unaffected by 2,4-D. But if you 
want to kill Japanese honeysuckle 
that is strangling your hemlocks, 
test 2.4-D on a small area first.—

The soil does not appear to be 
permanently affected by standard 
applications of 2,4-D. The material 
usually decomposes or washes out 
in four to eight weeks in moist soil, 
or in about a year’s time in dry 
soil. Delay seeding of sprayed areas 
for a period of four to six weeks.—

The cultivating of 2.4-D into the 
soil to destroy weeds is under ex- 
periment in several parts of the 
country.

The dilution of 2,4-D spray is 
important. My experiments have 
shown that one part 2,4-D to 1,000 
parts water (applied to the lawn 
at the rate of five gallons per 1,000 
square feet) killed white clover, 
while a one to 2,000 dilution did 
not kill the clover, but prevented 
it from seeding. The higher con- 
centration produced a slight tem- 
porary discoloration in bluegrass. 
while the weaker one gave no ap- 
preciable discoloration. Both con- 
centrations killed practically all 
the dandelions and_ plantains.— 
Walter S. Lapp, Pennsylvania

Stainless steel: Wash with hot soapsuds after each use. Dry 
thoroughly at once to avoid water spots. Scouring it occasionally 
with a non-abrasive scouring powder brings out the luster. If 
food burns on, or sticks, it can be removed by rubbing surface 
with steel wool. It is even better to use a pot cleaner made of 
Monel Metal or stainless steel. 

Copper: Do not scour copper portions of utensil with scour- 
ing powder, or use steel wool on them. Any tarnish or dis- 
coloration acquired by these surfaces responds magically to 
cleansing with a salt-and-acid combination applied by sprinkling 
the copper with ordinary table salt and rubbing it with half a 
lemon or a couple of tablespoons of vinegar. Or you can apply 
to the copper a paste made of equal amounts of salt and vinegar 
combined with enough flour to make a smooth paste. Allow to 
dry and polish with a soft cloth. You can also keep these copper 
bottoms gleaming with a good commercial copper cleaner. Some 
possess anti-oxident properties that tend to retard tarnishing. 


Animal stains: Sponge immediately with warm water or 
with solution of 4% cup salt to 1 qt. lukewarm water, followed 
by sponging with 1 part ammonia to 20 parts water. Use very 
cloth. 

Grease and oil: Scrape off as much as possible with dull 
blade. Rub spot with cloth soaked in cleaning fluid, using fresh 


absorbent 


ones as cloths discolor. Or let rug-cleaning powder or Fuller’s 
Earth stand on spot until grease absorbs. Brush out with whisk 
broom. 

Food stains: Sponge with clear lukewarm 
water-soluble substances. For remaining grease

spots, see above. 


Ink: Permanent ink seldom responds to home treatment. 
Washable ink can sometimes be removed if blotted up im- 
mediately with blotter. Then sponge spot toward center with 


clear water. Or try a saturated solution of oxalic acid, rinsing 
it out thoroughly by sponging several times with cloth wrung 
out of clear water.

nating. If you have always wanted 
a deutzia, by all means invest in 
one to espalier. But before you buy 
more shrubs, survey your grounds 
and make notes on the vertical 
spaces available for filling, remem- 
bering that espaliered shrubs will 
grow taller than ordinarily. If you 
have a large space to fill, say a 
facade 15 feet square, choose a 
small tree, like a star magnolia a 
viburnum, or other large shrub. A 
small space could be filled by an 
abelia or low cotoneaster. 

Also consider how you are going 
to support your espaliers, because 
most of them will need tying up or 
guidance such as you give your 
rambler and climbing roses. You 
can tie them to a wire or open- 
wood fence, but a wall or fagade 
presents more of a problem.

Evergreens, too, are easy to move 
through May and into June. If 
they are balled and burlapped, you 
can set them out any time up until 
their new growth approaches ma- 
turity. Azaleas, both evergreen and 
deciduous, can be moved even when 
they are in full bloom. In the 
warmest sections of the country, 
certain broadleaf evergreens can 
be transplanted, balled and bur- 
lapped anytime during the year. 
These include 


green privets, pittosporum, sever- 


podocarpus, ever- 
inia, and triphasis. 

In all except the very northern 
tier of the country, May is the 
time to set out plants of annuals 
that are slow to flower, such as 
petunias, verbenas, China asters, 
and lobelia; to sow these outdoors 
for fall bloom; and to sow large 
seeded annuals such as marigold, 
nasturtium, and zinnia for fairly 
quick effects. 

In the upper South, many an- 
nuals are sown at-two-week inter- 
vals until mid-July, for fresh-look- 
ing beds of bloom until November. 
In the far South, however, where 
many cool-weather annuals have 
passed their best by May, garden- 
ers who plan to stay home all sum- 
mer will want to sow seed for re- 
placements. Plants that will thrive

For years most manufacturers have rejected the idea as 
impractical, Factory-made furniture, they said, must be de- 
signed for average needs, but who can find the happy 
medium in the varied sizes, shapes, and quantities of people’s 
possessions? A built-in section large enough to hold Mrs. 
Brown’s handbags might be too small for Mrs. Green’s 
supply of handkerchiefs. They argued, too, that partitions 
would raise costs prohibitively. 

But one persistent manufacturer has conquered the im- 
possible. The drawers shown here can be partitioned to 
fit the size and shape of any owner’s possessions—and no 
one has yet fainted at the price. Rey Neville, who designed 
this furniture for Tomlinson of High Point, uses a system 
of built-in, closely notched strips applied to the sides or to 
the front and back of drawers. You regulate the size of 
storage sections simply by dropping movable slats into the

your grounds, work them into your garden scheme 


Plant a tree to shade your terrace 


o shade a terrace adjoining your house, plant a light-foliage 
ie like the Kentucky coffee tree. In this way you will have 
enough shade on the terrace to break the glare, without cutting 
off too much light from your house interior. High-branching 
trees like the coflee and honey-locust (Gleditsia) are best in 
the North; the low-branching “canopies” in warm sections. 


For the Northeast—honey-locust and American elm. 

For the South—coffee tree and service berry (Amelanchier). 
For Florida—mimosa, tropical almond (in frost-free area). 
For the Middle West—honey-locust and Kentucky coffee tree. 
For the Rockies and Great Plain—honey-locust and coffee tree. 
For the Northwest—yellow wood (Cladrastis),° honey-locust. 
For California and Southwest—evergreen elm and Modesto ash. 


Give a forest giant its due 


ou are fortunate, indeed, if you own a stately old oak tree— 

but are you making the most of-it? Landscape architects 
Innocenti and Webel have set off this tall red oak by planting 
lawn beneath it and encircling the area with native mountain 
laurel. Such a choice tree is attractive near the house or as a 
surprise feature along a winding woodland path. 


For the Northeast—red oak, white oak, and tulip tree. 

For the South—vred oak, live oak, and tulip tree. 

For Florida—water oak, live oak, and bull bay (Magnolia). 
For the Middle West—tulip tree, sweet gum (Liquidambar).

ummer pruning—though usually overlooked—often 

pays big dividends. Not only will it improve the 
form and line of your shrubs, trees, and vines, but it 
may persuade certain non-blooming or sparsely blooming 
plants to flower more freely. 

Have you a quince that disappoints you every spring 
by flowering down in the heart and pushing a mass of 
vigorous, though flowerless, shoots to the outside? The 
answer is summer pruning. Have you a wisteria which 
ramps around over trellis, arch, and whatever else it 


encounters, but blooms only sparsely, if at all? The 
answer is summer pruning. Have you fruit trees or 
flowering cherries or crabapples or plums that make 
rank growth and do not fruit or bloom as you might 
wish? The answer is, again, summer pruning. 

Yes, summer pruning works almost like magic. By cut- 
ting the new, soft, current season’s wood during the 
period in which it is making growth, you direct the energy 
of the plant into forming bloom buds for next spring, 
instead of useless growth. (Continued on page 216) 
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n a world that is almost too full of show 

and bigness, or in a garden that is overly 
rich in flowers and color, a surprise corner 
of little things can be a welcome change. 

A garden surprise corner is one that 
erows, often gradually, to accommodate, the 
choice, dainty wildlings that all true gar- 
deners learn to love. They may be plants like 
our native columbines, or they may be those 
rare blue poppies from China, which chal- 
lenge the gardener’s skill. A few of them, 
such as painted trillium and_ ladyslippers, 
are quite striking from a distance.

An ideal spot is in semi-shade 
below a tall oak, but many other spots are 
adaptable—a bay in a shrubbery border, a 
bank at the foot of the garden, the few 
square feet of ground behind the garage, 
even the hitherto useless north side of the 
house where you could never persuade 
flowers to bloom.

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h you are. stumped because your plants don’t behave 
as you think they should, because they lack the vigor 
and color of specimens you saw in the nursery or botanic 
garden, the plants themselves may give you a clue to the 
remedy. They can tell you a lot more than voluminous 
reports about “htdden hunger” and the dire eventualities 
caused by poor soil. 

Too much technical literature may bewilder you, 
but first-hand observation of your own plants will prob- 
ably furnish you with most of the data you need. Look 
at them carefully, compare them in every respect with 
the ideal and, finally, check with yourself about the past 
treatment they have been receiving at your hands. Simple 
deduction will determine your course of action, If insects 
and disease are ruled out, improving the soil will prob- 
ably be the answer. 5 

How much do you know about the roots of your plants? 
Probably very little. If so, resolve to make a special study 
of the roots of plants which are less vigorous than they 
should be. It will be more fruitful than any other single 
resolution you make during the whole gardening year. 

The average plant in active growth develops numerous 
new roots annually. Healthy new root growth is light in 
color, often white, and relatively thick. If no new. root 
development is present, then you may be reasonably sure 
that something is wrong with the soil. 

One very good guess is that the trouble lies in an over- 
dose of fertilizer or in a soil which is in poor physical 
condition—has too little drainage, air, or organic matter, 
so that it both dries and over-heats in summer. Poor 
roots also may indicate that you have not maintained an 
organic mulch on the soil. Obviously the cure here is 
to withhold commercial fertilizer and to add more organic 


matter—garden plants rarely get enough. 





But perhaps your plants have other symptoms than 
those caused by poor root development. If a plant flow- 
ered poorly but had abundant leaf production, you can 
be quite sure that it is getting, or was getting, too high 
a proportion of soil nutrients in relation to the amount 
of sunlight it receives. As a result, its starch-making 


activity is heightened at the expense of flower growth.

pieces, which have been rubbed 
with salt and pepper, turning until 
brown all over. Add water, toma- 
toes, white wine, onions, and sugar. 
Stir. Cover skillet and cook over 
low fire until chicken is tender 
(11% to 2 hours). Remove chicken 
from bones and return to pot. Add 
frozen lima beans and corn and 
cook about 30 minutes longer, or 
until beans are tender. Add toasted 
bread crumbs, salt, black pepper 
(add by degrees, tasting as you go) 
and some cayenne. This should be 
a fairly highly seasoned dish. If 
chicken is not particularly fat, you 
can add a little butter for richer 
flavor. 

Make this dish a day ahead, so 
that flavors blend. In my opinion 
there is no comparison between the 
stew which stands in its own juices 
overnight, and that which is eaten 
immediately. The next day reheat 
the stew (first skimming off excess 
chicken fat). If sauce is runny, we 
thicken ours with a flour and water 
roux. Make the roux in a bowl or 
cup. Then add a little of the stew 
liquid to the roux. Stir and then 
pour into stew and cook until stew 
has thickened. Put stew into in- 
dividual casseroles and heat thor- 
oughly in a moderate oven. Serves 6 
generously.

GARDEN BOOKS 
WORTH READING 


By De Ette B. Jacobs 


Grounds for Living, edited by 
Richard B. Farnham and Van Wie 
Ingham (Rutgers University Press, 
New Brunswick, N. J., 1946, $2.50), 
is a thoughtful book.

ContINuED From PRECEDING PAGE 
fertilizers, far from being bene- 
ficial, is actually harmful to the 
land. Mr. Rodale believes that a 
“fertile soil is one to which nature's 
law of return has been faithfully 
applied, so that it contains an ade- 
quate amount of freshly prepared 
humus, made in the form of com- 
post from both vegetable and ani- 
mal wastes.” With the exception of 
lime, he would have us use no min- 
erals whatever. 

The reader may or may not be 


completely converted to this belief, 


but he will be in accord with much 
of what Mr. Rodale says about the 
value of compost, and he will most 
certainly agree that our country 
is at present faced with a very 
critical problem in the matter of 
soil conservation. It is important 
for the owner of even the small 
place to realize that by compost- 
ing materials that would otherwise 
be wasted and using them to im- 
prove his own garden he is playing 
a part in conserving natural wealth. 


The Encyclopedia of Trees, 
Shrubs, Vines and Lawns for the 
Home Garden, by Albert Wilkinson 
(The New Home Library, Philadel- 
phia, 1946, $1.00), is a book which 
will be well-thumbed before it is 
well-aged. It contains an alpha- 
betical list. of trees, shrubs, and 
vines, with common and _ botanical 
names and a short description of 
each which would be helpful sup- 
plementary reading to one who was 
poring over the nursery catalogs. 
It also gives information on the 
selection, planting, and care of 
these three classes of plants, as 
well as of lawns. There is need for 
such a concise book to answer the 
multitude of gardening questions 
which will arise with each of the 
many new homes now being built. 


Geraniums we think we know, 
but what are pelargoniums? Helen 
Van Pelt Wilson explains the dif- 
ference clearly in the opening chap- 
ter of her book, Geraniums, Pel- 
argoniums (M. Barrows & Com- 
pany, New York, 1946, $2.75), and 
then says that she is going to call 
them all geraniums, just as every 
one of us has from childhood.

Almost 
everywhere in the land it is the 
time to sow short rows of the cab- 
bage family for transplanting into 
the vegetable garden to yield fall 
crops. This month, most gardeners 
also set out peppers, eggplants, 
and other plants of a_ tender 
nature that yield fruits in late 
summer and fall. 

You will also be making succes- 
sion sowings of beets, lettuce, snap 
beans, and other crops that may or 
may not last into the fall, depend- 
ing upon how fast the family eats 
them. There is still time, too, to 
sow a late crop of sweet corn. 
Quick-maturing varieties, such as 
Marcross and Golden Cross Ban- 
tam, should be chosen. 


June sowing differs from April 
sowing because the soil is now 


dried out. Instead of taking a° 


chance on too much moisture, as 
in the spring, you may have to 
take measures to insure enough. 

One way to do this with cab- 
bages and other plants to be trans- 
planted is by sowing in the con- 
trolled conditions of a cold frame. 
You can thoroughly water the soil 
in the frame a few hours before 
sowing seed. After sowing, keep 
the frame darkened for a few days 
until seeds start to germinate. If, 
during germination or after, a 
heavy shower comes up, you can

easily protect the seeds by closin 
the top of the frame. 

Beets sometimes germinate sp 
radically, especially in dry weathe 
You can get a more uniform stam 
if, after sowing and covering th 
corky seed kernels, you walk 
to heel along the rows. This wil 
press the soil firmly against th 
kernels and break them so the 
release the two or three seeds the 
each contains. 

In very dry weather it’s best t 
moisten the soil first, before ye 
sow seed. Boards placed over tl 
rows after sowing will hold i 
enough moisture to cause the seed 
to germinate. But peek under th 
boards more often than once a day 
so you can remove them as soon @ 
the seedlings break through.

Here is an old-fashioned method 
that is hard to beat for raising a 
lot of cucumbers or melons of any 
kind in a small space. 

Bore holes the size of a quarter 
(about 20 of them) in the sides of 
a nail keg from which the top has 
been removed. Line the keg with 
14-inch rat wire all the way around. 
Now select a site for a giant hill 
of melons near a handy source of 
water. Dig a hole and insert the 
keg just half way in the ground. 
Make the hill around the keg of 
the very best garden soil possible 
and work in two quarts of medium- 
ground bone meal. Bring up enough 
soil in the wheelbarrow to make 
the hill level with the top of the 
keg after it has been settled twice 
by watering. 

Plant your melons or cucumbers 
in a circle about a foot from the 
rim of the keg. All watering is to 
be done by allowing the water to 
run into the keg and to seep out 
into the hill through the holes. To 
feed your plants, fill the keg with 
cow manure or sheep manure and 
water in the usual manner. A sim- 
ple top will keep out flies.

For garden enthusiasm nothing can beat that of the city dweller 
who moves to the country and realizes for the first time the pleasure 
of good country living. J. I. Rodale, author of Pay Dirt (The Devin- 
Adair Company, New York), is one of the best examples we know of 
an urbanite-turned-countryman. 

After spending the greater part of his life in New York City, Mr. 
Rodale moved his business to the country and started his farming 
hobby that has paid dividends both from his books and in a richer 
life for his family. His farm, in the rolling hills near Emmaus, Penn- 
sylvania, is a mecca for horticulturists and part-time farmers. 


Most people can identify a few plants from their bloom; many 
can tell a few plants from their leaves; a few can recognize some 
plants by their bark and growth habits while dormant. However, the 
nurseryman is about the only one who is able to distinguish plants 
by their roots. 

Those who dig plants know, for instance, that the buckthorn has 
jet black roots; the euonymus has pure white ones; the mulberry, 


bright yellow; and the sand cherry, red. Viburnums and euonymus 
have dense masses of fine roots, while most of the prunus family have 
only a few large roots which may run clear across the yard. The bet- 
ter trees are deep-rooted and slow-growing, while the weedy trees, 
such as poplar and willow, are shallow rooted. Each plant has roots 
as distinctive as its better known flowers and, while flowers last only 
a few days, roots are always with us. 

For gardeners who dislike edging, here’s a formula for keeping 
your lawn from creeping into your flower beds. Excavate a strip of 
soil three inches wide and three inches deep between lawn and bed. 
Mix the removed soil with an equal quantity of dry cement, replace it, 
and tamp well. Plants will be discouraged from sending their roots 
into this strip for two years or more, we are assured by the garden 
contractor who disclosed this formula.

Shade also can be responsible 
for lack of flowering. Few of our 
plants can produce good flowers 
without abundant sun. Still another 
cause is a superabundance of mois- 
ture. If you belong to the hose- 
lover’s clan and enjoy saturating 
the soil every evening, stop the 
practice on the plants which lack 
flowers. This may explain, partially 
at least, why your wisteria, lilacs, 
and various other woody plants 
and perennials produce more leaves 


than flowers. 


OW what if your plants flower 

heavily, apparently at the ex- 
pense of good foliage? Probably 
the bottom leaves have lost color. 
Here, too, the cause may be in the 
soil. The symptoms may be due to 
root injury from over-fertilizing, or 
from a soil which is too hot or too 
dry, or from a lack of nutrients. If 
you have consistently applied fertil- 
izer through the years in quantities 
greater than those mentioned, or if 
you have made more than three ap- 
plications in a single year, then 
too much fertilizer may have ac- 
cumulated in the soil, particularly 
if the soil is lacking in clay or 
organic matter. 

However, you may not be able 
to ascertain the exact reason for 
heavy flowering and poor foliage, 
so we will risk suggesting that your 
safest procedure, in any case, will 
be to apply a mulch to the soil 
surface. Make the mulch of pine 
needles, salt hay, or some other 
coarse material which will allow 
the rain and air to go through eas- 
ily. Apply it only deep enough to 
keep the sun from the soil. 
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Next, sprinkle over the mulch a 
pint of a low-analysis shredded ma- 
nure fertilizer to each 100 square 
feet. If you see a definite improve- 


ment in plant growth and leaf 
color, make a second, and third 


light application of the material. 

Reinforce the mulch as needed 
to keep the soil covered, and, when 
dry apply 
enough water to saturate the soil to 


weather approaches, 
a depth of at least six inches. This 
may be done by using a canvas 
“soil soaker.” An ordinary hose 
will also do the trick—just remove 
the nozzle, tie a bit of rag over the 
opening to disperse the water flow 
and let the hose lie on the ground. 

Red spider, thrips, and various 
other pestis can slow plant growth. 
Our own non-technical wey of hold- 
ing such pests in check is to use a 
hand duster which contains a three- 
quarter of one per cent rotenone

CCASIONALLY wash the under- 

sides of the leaves with a force- 
ful stream from the hose.

The separate dusting may be done 
any evening, especially about sun- 
set when breezes tend to die and 
dust is not blown away. Apply be- 
fore dew covers the plants, how- 
ever, for dew will reduce the even- 
ness of covering. 

Along with the fertilizer you had 
better buy an extra five-pound bag 


of rotenone dust. Incidentally, don’t 
forget that the famous DDT dusts
